My Lord, Cassel, April 8, 1851. 

IN answer to your Excellency s note of the 14th ultimo, in which 
information is requested on the degree of spiritual authority which the 
Pope exercises over the Roman Catholics in Foreign States, as well as the 
laws and usages which obtain in the Electorate with reference to the 
Roman Catholic interest in the proceedings for the nomination and induc 
tion of bishops and clergymen, I have the honour to make the following 
reply. 

In the Electorate there exists no especial Concordat with the Roman 
Court. Hesse is rather, as far as concerns the Roman Catholic interest, 
with the Bishopric of Fulda, which includes the Hessian territory, and 
also some part of the Grand Duchy of Saxe Weimar, a part of the tipper 
Rhine Catholic province (of the Archbishopric of Freiburg), to which, 
besides the Electorate (Bishopric of Fulda). the Kingdom of Wurtemberg 
(Bishopric of Rottenburg) ; the Grand Duchy of Baden (Archbishopric of 
Freiburg); the Grand Duchy of Hesse (Bishopric of Mayence) ; and the 
Duchy of Nassau, with the Free Town of Frankfort (Bishopric of Lim- 
burg , belong. 

The affairs of this church province, in consequence of previous 
arrangements in common with the above-named States with the Roman 
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Court, are regulated by the Papal bulls, Provida solersque of Pope Pius 
VII, of the 16th of August, 1821,* and Dominici gregis custodiam of Pope 
Leo XII, of the llth April 1827,f and these bulls were sanctioned by the 
Electoral Decree of the 31st August, 1829, a copy of which is inclosed, and 
their announcement in all Catholic churches of Electoral Hesse was per 
mitted ; in these bulls are contained the general basis of the regulations 
for the Catholic Church in the Electorate. 

In conformity with these arrangements, the Decree for the foundation 
of the Bishopric of Fulda was issued on the 18th September, 1829, the 
amended extracts from which will afford complete information on most 
of the points mentioned in your note of the 14th ultimo. I may likewise 
remark, that in the two elections for the Bishopric of Fulda. which have 
since taken place, these arrangements have been fully acted up to ; and it 
might conduce to the right understanding of the case to observe further, 
that that foundation of the Bishopric of Fulda was the renewal of the 
Bishopric of Fulda which originated in the Princely Abbey of Fulda, which 
existed since the middle of last century till the year 1814 (temporarily 
secularised in 1803), and was newly endowed in accordance with altered 
circumstances. 

The nomination of the Catholic priests was regulated by the Decree 
of the 30th August, 1829, which is likewise herewith communicated, and 
the position of certain official rights of bishops in connexion with the civil 
power was formed for the regulation of the 31st August, 1829. This 
regulation was afterwards in the Constitution of the 5th January, 1834, 
made known by the annexed proclamation of the Ministry of the Interior. 

Upon this followed the Ordinance of the 30th January, 1830, which is 
likewise inclosed, relating to the exercise of the right of protection and 
supervision of the Government over the Catholic Church in Electoral 
Hesse, which was likewise issued in the same terms and on the same day 
by all the Governments of the States belonging to the church province of 
the Upper Rhine, against which, however, at least, in reference to several 
points, an appeal was raised by the Bishops of the Province of the Upper 
Rhine by order of the Pope, because these points were not supposed to 
agree with the contents of the bulls before referred to.

Decree of August 31, 1829, concerning the publication of the Papal bulls 
which relate to the erection of the Bishopric of Fulda, and the further 
formation of an Upper Rhine Catholic Church province. 

We, William the Second, by the grace of God, Elector, &c., hereby make 
known : 

WHEREAS the Papal bull of 16th August, 1821, which begins with the 
words " Provida solersque," and that of llth April, which begins with the 
words " Ad dominici gregis custodiam," have, in so far as they relate to the 
formation of the Upper Rhine Chuich Province, the limitation, endowment, and 
regulation of the five bishoprics thereto belonging, with their cathedral chapters, 
as also the filling of the archiepiscopal see, the episcopal sees, and the appoint 
ments of the cathedral establishment, been adopted by us, and received our 
sovereign approval : provided always, that nothing therein shall be construed 
or considered as interfering with our sovereign rights, opposed to the laws and 
ordinances of the land, the archiepiscopal and episcopal privileges, or the rights 
of the Evangelical confession and church, we therefore authorize the publica 
tion ot these bulls in all the Catholic churches of our dominions, and at the 
same time refer for their fulfilment to the enactments to be hereafter issued for 
the purpose. 

Witness our hand and the State Seal thereto affixed, at Wilhelmshohe, 
August 31, 1829.

(Extract.) 

Document relative to the Electoral foundation of the Bishopric of Fulda, of 

the year 1829. 

We, William the Second, by the Grace of God, Elector, &c., do hereby make 
known, &c. 

1. 

THE episcopal see shall be filled by election in the following manner : 
Whenever the Episcopal Chair becomes vacant the chapter is, within one month 
from the day of vacation, to lay before us a list of those ecclesiastics of the 
diocese whom it may consider worthy and competent to preside over the Church 
with piety and wisdom. 

If amongst these candidates should be found persons not entirely agreeable 
to us, then the chapter shall, upon notice thereof from us, strike them out of 
the list. The chapter is then to proceed to the election of the new bishop, in 
which it is bound to elect only such a person of whom it has, prior to the cere 
mony of election, acquired the certain knowledge that he possesses the prescribed 
qualifications, and is acceptable to us. We reserve to ourselves to appoint our 
own Commissioner to superintend the election, without whose consent it may 
not be announced, nor may a single step be taken towards its completion. 

2. 

The ecclesiastic who is to be elected as bishop must be a German by birth, 
and a citizen of our State. 

Besides the prescribed qualifications it is requisite that he should have 
exercised either a cure of souls, an academical professorship, or some other 
public appointment, with credit and distinction, and also that he be acquainted 
with our own State and Church laws and institutions. 

3. 

The elected bishop shall, immediately after the election, announce it to the 
head of the Catholic Church and solicit its ratification. 

Before the consecration by such archbishop or bishop who shall have 
received the sovereign authority for this office, the elected bishop is to swear the 
following oath to us : 

" I swear and promise by the Holy Gospels of God obedience and faith to 
His Royal Highness the Elector, and to his Highness s successors, as also to the 
laws of the State. I promise further to carry on no correspondence, nor to take 
part in any counsels, to enter into no league either within or beyond the State, 
which might endanger the public peace ; but on the contrary, should I become 
acquainted with any attempt to the detriment of the State, whether in my own 
diocese or elsewhere, to make it known to His Royal Highness the Elector." 

4. 

After having been consecrated, the bishop enters upon the full exercise of 
the rights and duties attached to his episcopacy, and we will take care that he 
shall not only not be obstructed therein, but, on the contrary, shall be power 
fully protected against external restrictions. At the same time, however, it will 
be lor us to see that the bishop does not neglect, under any pretence, his official 
duties towards those of his diocese, whether ecclesiastic or lay. 
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5. 

No ecclesiastical disputes of the Catholics of our dominions shall be taken 
out of the church province, or before foreign judges, nor shall any judgment 
awarded by them against our Catholic subjects be executed without our 
sanction. 

Furthermore, for the arrangement of all administrative affairs relative to 
the church province, a synodal conference of deputies from each of the five 
dioceses shall be held as often as it may be requisite. 

It is left to the bishop for the time being to empower and instruct the 
deputy from the bishopric of our dominions, after previous consultation and 
receipt of the sovereign sanction. 

6. 

Whenever the appointment of a dean, of a canon or prebendary of the 
cathedral church of Fulda becomes vacant, the bishop, alternately Avith the 
chapter, is to lay before us, within six weeks from the day of vacation, a list of 
four candidates from the clergy of the diocese, who possess the requisite qualifi 
cations for the vacant appointment. If amongst these candidates should be found 
persons not entirely agreeable to us, then the bishop or the chapter (as the case 
may be) shall, upon notice thereof from us, strike them out of the list. 

The bishop or the chapter (as the case may be) is then to proceed to fill up 
the vacant appointment, wherein they are bound to nominate only a person 
of whom they have previously acquired the certain knowledge that he possesses 
the requisite qualifications ; that he is recommendable by his prudence ; and that 
he be withal acceptable to us. We reserve to ourselves to appoint our own 
commissioner for this business, and to give our sovereign ratification to the 
nomination consequent thereon. When this has been obtained, the induction to 
the service of the Church shall be performed by the bishop. 

7. 

Only such ecclesiastics of the diocese are eligible to the appointment of 
cathedral canons as are priests thirty years of age and of blameless conduct, who 
possess pre-eminent theological acquirements, and Avho have exercised either the 
cure of souls, an academical professorship, or some other public office with dis 
tinction, and who are also well acquainted with the constitution of the country. 

8. 

The chapter of the cathedral church enters upon the entire sphere of action 
of the presbyteries, and constitutes under the bishop, the highest governing 
authority of the diocese, and also legally takes upon itself the administration of 
tJbe diocese when the episcopal seat is impeded or vacant 

The dean presides ; the form of administration is collegial. 

9. 

Taxes, or rates, of whatever kind they may be, or by whatever names they 
may be called, shall not be raised, either by our own, nor, Avithout the sanction 
of the State, by foreign ecclesiastical authorities. 

The imposition of official fees depends upon our sovereign decision. 

10. 

In the Upper Rhine Church Province the metropolitan constitution is 
entirely reestablished according to its oiiginal intention, and under the joint 
protection of the collected States. 

11. 

Upon occasions of vacancy or impediment of the archiepisccpal see, the 
senior bishop of the province takes upon himself by right the administration of 
the metropolitan lights and Junctions. And the existing metropolitan executive 
is authorized by him. 
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12. 

We have provided for the scientific education of those individuals intended 
for the ecclesiastical condition by the clerical seminary, still kept up in Fulda, 
together with the ecclesiastical educational endowment of the Principality of 
Fritzlar ; and will provide for the same by granting board allowance (Tisc/iiitel) 
to those who are to he ordained, provided they shall not have foifeited it by 
incompetency for service. 

Only such candidates will be received into the seminary as shall have 
successfully passed a joint examination of the State and Episcopal authorities, 
and who have been found worthy of the State tableright (lischtitel) , which is 
granted to them under the above conditions. 

13. 

Only bishops and the administrators of bishoprics are, in respect to all 
circumstances relating to Church government, in free connexion with the Head 
of the Catholic Church ; but they must at all times pay particular attention to 
the circumstances arising out of the metropolitan interests. All the other 
ecclesiastics of the diocese are to apply to their bishops only in all Church 
matters.

We, William the Second, by the grace of God, Elector, &c., &c. 

HAVE for the promotion of a practical conformity in the filling of Catholic 
parochial benefices, and also with the view of giving to the bishop and the other 
Catholic clergy of our dominions, a proof of our gracious confidence in the said 
matter, been induced hereby to transfer the nominations 

a. To the Catholic parochial benefices in the Provinces of Lower and Upper 
Hesse, with the single exception of the parochial benefice of Rothenburg. 

b. To the parochial benefices in our dominions belonging to the diocese of 
the heretofore Prince- Bishop of Fulda, since 31st March, 1804 ; as also 

c. To the Catholic parochial benefices in the Principality of Hanau, 
which appertain to us in virtue of our right of patronage to the Bishop of 
Fulda, in concert with the cathedral chapter ; for so long a time as the bishop 
and the chap^r shall select for the Catholic parochial benefices of our dominions 
in grneral, e ricient and well-disposed ecclesiastics, and equally inclined to 
maintain concord amongst the different religious communities ; and that for each 
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episcopal presentation to a parochial appointment our sovereign sanction shall 
have been received, according to the previous communication with the govern 
ment of the province, reserving to ourselves and to our successors in the 
Government the free right of further regulations. 

We also leave to the bishop, in concert with the cathedral chapter, the 
appointment of the present Catholic parochial administration and of the 
coadjutors or chaplains, with the exception of those of the cathedral of Fulda, 
as also of those of the Holy Catholic Church (for whose acceptation our 
sovereign sanction is to be obtained), and with the understanding that only 
capable and well-disposed ecclesiastics shall be chosen.

Proclamation of January 2o, 1834, 

Whereby the Regulation of 31st August, 1829, touching the right of ecclesiastical 
censure and punishment appertaining to the Bishop of Fulda, &c., is brought to 
the knowledge of the public. 

The Regulation of the 31st August. 1829, mentioned in 135a of the 
Charter, and relating to the right of ecclesiastical censure and punishment 
appertaining to the Bishop of Fulda, as well as his official influence over 
educational institutions, is herewith brought to public notice as under.

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By the grace of God, we, William II, Elector, &c. * 

Have learned that the relation of the authorities of our State to the Bishopric 
with regard to the right of ecclesiastical censure and punishment, as well as 
the episcopal official influence upon lower and higher educational institutions, 
requires a more particular regulation, which we give herewith as follows : 

A. Right of Ecclesiastical Censure and Punishment. 

1. 

The bishop shall exercise the ecclesiastical power of discipline and punish 
ment over the clergy of his diocese,, without prejudice to the investigation and 
punishment of their common offences against the civil police or penal laws by 
the courts of the country. In those cases where it may be found necessary, 
from a serious neglect or violation of official duties, or from an immoral course of 
life, to suspend any clergyman from his functions for more than three months, or 
to consign him for a longer period to a place of correction, to dismiss or depose 
him from his office, or upon proved unworthiness or unfitness for the ecclesias 
tical function, to remove him entirely from the same, the bishop on application 
shall confer thereon with our Plenipotentiary for the bishopric. Whenever it 
shall have been ascertained that any clergyman is totally unworthy of continuing 
in the ecclesiastical office, or wholly unfitted from gross dement, he shall, in 
addition to the other punishments inflicted, be deprived likewise of the board 
allowance. 

The ecclesiastic sentenced to the above-named serious punishments shall 
moreover be at liberty to appeal to us, and if he does so, then our Minister of the 
Interior will cause the bishop to be conferred with ; and likewise in perfect 
understanding with the same whenever practicable, and with careful consideration 
for the maintenance of his supreme pastoral authority, he will take ulterior 
measures, or submit the case to us. 

2. 

And with regard to those laymen who, from persevermgly opposing the 
execution of any legal regulation of church discipline, from perjury, or else from 
blasphemous speeches or acts, from gross violation of the reverence due to con 
secrated places, or from repeated and notorious debauchery, or from drunkenness, 
shall have given public scandal to the church communion, the bishop, in virtue 
of his right of ecclesiastical censure and punishment, may interfere in such a 
manner that, in case the authorized parochial advice, admonitions, and reproofs, 
as well as the repetitions thereof on the part of the superior ecclesiastical autho 
rities, do not lead to a reformation, but that, on the contrary, a continuance of 
the same transgression should take place, lie, the bishop, may pronounce further 
ecclesiastical censures, and even excommuuications ; in proceeding to this latter 
step, however, he will take into his prudent and forbearing consideration, the 
particular situation of the parties, and the consequences which it might possibly 
have upon their social position ; and if a total exclusion from the Catholic 
Church communion should be thought necessary, he will make a previous com 
munication thereof to the Plenipotentiary of the Government. 



B. Official influence upon Educational Institutions. 

3. 

The proper official influence of the bishop upon higher and lower educa 
tional institutions is restricted to religious matters. The general superintendence, 
the ulterior direction of the same, and more especially the determining the sub 
jects of instruction, shall emanate only from the provincial administration and 
other State authorities charged with educational affairs. 



With regard to writings essentially opposed to the faith and morals of the 
Catholic Church, the bishop may prohibit their being made use of in any kind of 
public Catholic religious instruction. 
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If an investigation with reference to the doctrine of the professors of the 
university should be deemed necessary by the bishop, such can take place only 
with our consent. 

6- 

The bishop, with the advice of his chapter, shall name the spiritual supe 
riors and masters of the priests seminary ; and he must obtain our consent, as 
Sovereign, to the appointment of head master, and second master, to that 
institution, 



All the authorities, whom the present regulations concern, shall conform 
to the same, as in duty bound.

(Translation.) 

Ordinance of January 30, 1830, relative to the exercise of the Sovereign right 
of protection and superintendence over the Catholic Church of Electoral 
Hesse. 

We, William II, by the grace of God, Elector, &c., hereby make known : 

BY our Ordinance of 31st August last, we gave our Sovereign sanction to 
the two Papal bulls " Provida solersque," of 16th August, 1821, and " Ad 
Dominici gregis custodiara," of llth April, 1827, in so far as they relate to the 
formation of the Upper Rhine Church province, the limitation, endowment, and 
regulation of the five bishoprics thereto belonging, &c. 

And now, that in consequence of the agreement made with the Roman 
Court, the episcopal sees and cathedral chapters of this church province are 
entirely filled, and they have entered upon the exercise of the authorities 
connected therewith, we are induced in concurrence with the other Governments 
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interested in the Upper Rhine Church province, to publish and make known 
the following ordinances for the maintenance of our right of protection and 
superintendence over the Catholic Church in our dominions. 
Given at Cassel, February 26, 1830. 

1. 

The Catholic Church has the right of the free confession of her faith and 
the public exercise of her service, and she enjoys an equal right in this respect 
with the other publicly recognized Christian Church communities in the State. 

$2. 

Every Catholic Church community, as also individual Catholics hitherto 
belonging to no diocese, have the full enjoyment of this right : in none of the 
above-mentioned bishoprics can hereafter any kind of Church exemption exist. 

$3. 

Every State exercises its inalienable sovereign right of protection and 
superintendence over the Church to its full extent. 

4. 

The general ordinances and circulars to the ecclesiastics and members of 
the diocese by which they shall be bound to anything, as well as any particular 
orders of importance proceeding from the archbishop, the bishop, or the other 
ecclesiastical authorities, are subject to the sanction of the State, and can only 
be published and authorized by the express mark of the State sanction (placet). 

Such general Church ordinances, and public enactments also, as relate to 
matters purely ecclesiastical, are to be submitted to the inspection of the State 
authorities, and their publication can only take place after the State sanction 
has been imparted thereto. 

* & 

All Roman bulls, briefs, and other enactments must before they are 
published and brought into action receive the sovereign sanction ; and even for 
bulls that have been accepted, their binding power and their validity lasts only 
so long as nothing contrary thereto shall have been introduced into the State by 
more recent ordinances. The State sanction is, moreover, necessary not only 
for all recent Papal bulls and constitutions, but also for all former Papal 
ordinances, whenever it is wished to make use of them. 

$6. 

The ecclesiastics are equally amenable, as members of the State, to the 
laws and jurisdiction of the State, with the lay members of the Catholic 
Church. 

7. 

The Bishoprics of Fulda, Friburg, Mentz, Rottenburg and Limburg, stand in 
metropolitan connexion and form the Upper Rhine Church province. 

As the archiepiscopal dignity has been permanently transferred to the 
episcopal see of Friburg, the bishop of that province represents an archbishop, 
and he has, before he enters upon his professional duties, to make oaths to the 
Governments of the collective States in his capacity of archbishop. 

8. 

The metropolitan constitution re-established according to its original inten 
tion, and the exercise of the metropolitan rights belonging to the archbishop, 
are under the united protection of the collective States. 

9. 

Provincial synods can only be held with the sanction of the collective States 
which appoint Commissioners to them. The archbishop, as also each bishop 
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will dispatch a plenipotentiary with the sanction of the Governments to the 
synodal conferences. 

10. 

The Church disputes of Catholics may in no case be carried out of the 
province or before foreign judges. And therefore in this respect the necessary 
regulations will be made. 



The five bishoprics of the Upper Rhine Church province are formed in 
accordance with the established rule, that the boundarie? of the dioceses should 
correspond with the boundaries of the States for which bishoprics are erected. 

$ 12. 

Every diocese is divided into deaneries, the extent of which, as far as prac 
ticable, shall correspond with that of the Administrative province. 

13. 

Catholics who hitherto have had no parochial connection, or have been 
connected with an ecclesiastic of a different faith, will be allotted to one of the 
existing parishes of the bishopric. 

14. 

The episcopal sees in the provinces, as also the appointments of cathedral 
canons are also to be filled by election, according to the prescribed form. 

15. 

No ecclesiastic can be elected bishop who is not a German by birth and 
a citizen of the State in which the vacant episcopal see is situated, or of one 
of the States which have united to form such diocese. 

Besides the prescribed canonical qualifications, it is necessary that he should 
have exercised either a cure of souls, an academical professorship, or some other 
public appointment with credit and distinction ; and also that he be acquainted 
with our own State and Church, Constitution, laws aad institutions. 

I 16. 

The bishop-elect is to apply to the Superior of the Church for information 
immediately alter the election. 

Prior to consecration he is to take the oath of. fidelity and obedience in 
his quality of bishop to the Sovereign of the country. 

$17. 

After having received consecration the bishop enters into full exercise of the 
rights and duties connected with the episcopacy, and the Governments will 
not suffer him to be impeded; on the contrary, they will effectual!--- protect him 
therein. 

18. 

Diocesan synods, when they shall be considered necessary, may only be 
summoned by the bishop, with the sanction of the Sovereign, and be held in the 
presence of the Sovereign s Commissioners. 

The resolutions made therein are subject to the State sanction according to 
the terms ot the resolutions contained in 4 and 5. 

10. 

The archbishop, bishop, and the administrator of the bishopric alone are 
in free connexion with the Superior of the Church in all matters relatin 01 to 
Church Government, but they must always tak^ into consideration the circum 
stances arising out of the metropolitan : iterests. 

D 
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All the other ecclesiastics of the diocese are in all Church affairs to apply to 
the bishop (or archbishop). 

20. 

Only such ecclesiastics of the diocese are eligible to the appointment of 
cathedral canons as are priests thirty years of age, and of blameless conduct, 
who possess pre-eminent theological acquirements, and who have exercised 
either the cure of souls, an academical professorship, or some other public 
office with distinction, and who are weil acquainted with the Constitution of the 
country. 



The chapter of every cathedral church enters upon the entire sphere of 
action of the presbyteries, and constitutes under the bishop the highest adminis 
trative authority of the diocese. The form of administration is collegial. The 
dean presides therein. 

22. 

Taxes, or rates, of whatever kind they may be, or by whatever names they 
may be called, shall not be raised either by our own or by foreign ecclesiastical 
authorities. 

The imposition of official fees (together with the stamp-duty) depends in 
each State upon the sovereign decision. 

23. 

The deaneries are to be rilled by the mutual concurrence of the Government 
and episcopal authorities, with worthy parish priests, who shall also have been 
accustomed to administrative duties. 

24. 

The deans are the immediate Church superiors of the ecclesiastics appointed 
within their deaneries. They are to report to the Government and episcopal 
authorities upon necessary affairs, and to carry out the instructions issued to 
them hy the said authorities. 

A particular instruction prescribes to them the sphere of their professional 
duties. 

25. 

Each of the collective States will take care, when such an institution does 
not already exist, that for the efficient education of the candidates of the Catholic 
ecclesiastical condition, there shall be established either a Catholic theological 
seminary, as a faculty in connexion with the University of the country, or that 
the candidates, if necessary, thall be enabled from the general Catholic Church 
Fund of the diocese to attend an established University of this kind in the 
province. 

26. 

The candidates of the cccles : astical condition shall, after having completed 
three years of theological studies, be perfected in the practical exercise of the 
cure of souls for one year in the seminary lor priests, and so far free of expense 
as the sums set down in the endowment deeds for the seminaries extend. 

27. 

/ 

Only those candidates shall be received into the seminary who shall have 
successfully passed the examination jointly appointed by the State and episcopal 
authorities, and shall have been found worthy of the State beard allowance 
(Tischtitel) granted to them under the aforesaid conditions. 

28. 

The State beard allowance (Tischtitel) gives the authentic security that the 
due maintenance of those of the ecclesiastical condition, unless forfeited by 
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incompetency for service, will be furnished, as also the special expenses of 
education and keeping, subsidiarily from the ecclesiastical endowments applicable 
thereto, with assistance from our exchequer, according to the regulation already 
made in that behalf. 

A. just return can be required from (he titulary only when he comes into 
better circumstances, or in course of time obtains a benefice which produces 
more than the competent revenue (conyrua). 



Tn each diocese a competition examination of those ecclesiastics who wish 
to be promoted to a parochial benefice or to some other church benefice, takes 
place once a-year, by a commission appointed conjointly by the State and epis 
copal authorities. Such ecclesiastics only will be admitted to this examination 
as have been at least for two years appointed as assistant priests in the cure 
of souls, and can produce good testimonials of their conduct from their 
superiors. 

30. 

The classification consequent upon this examination will be considered in 
the future promotions of the person examined. 

31. 

In the same way a classified division of the parochial and other church 
benefices is made according to the degree of their importance and revenues ; in 
order that the patrons who can only nominate ecclesiastics of the diocese may 
be able to regulate their choice accordingly. 

32. 

No ecclesiastic can hold, under any pretence whatever, at the same time, 
two church benefices, of whatever kind they may be, of which each one produces 
the competent revenue (congrua). 

Every ecclesiastic must reside in his benefice, and can only absent himself 
therefrom for a limited time with permission. 



No ecclesiastic can accept any dignities, pensions, decorations, or tides of 
honour from foreigners, without the consent of his Sovereign. 

34. 

Every ecclesiastic, before he receives the church ordination, shall take the 
oath of fidelity to the head of the State, and swear canonical obedience to the 
bishop. 

35. 

The State grants to the ecclesiastics every necessary and legal assistance 
for the fulfilment of the duties of th^ir profession, and protects them in the 
enjoyment of the consideration and distinction arising from their professional 
dignity. 

36. 

The ecclesiastics have as well as the Inity the right of appeal to the State 
authorities whenever an abuse of the eccbsiastical authority takes place against 
them. 

37. 

Each State will regulate the administration of the endowments appointed 
for the episcopal support (tisch) for the cathedral chapter and the seminary, as 
well as the contribution allotted to the archbishop, according to its Constitution 
and the existing directions concerning the same. 

D2 
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38. 

The possessions of the Catholic Church benefices, as also all general and 
particular church funds shall, under the co-superintendence of the bishop, be 
preserved in their integrity, and in no way applied to other than Catholic Church 
purposes. The competent revenues (congrua) of the parochial benefices, where 
they produce less than from 500 to 600 florins, shall be by degrees raised to 
these suras. The administration of the inferior church benefices is left in the 
hands of those who receive the proceeds, and who are to be guided therein by 
the existing directions in each State. 

$39. 

In each of the collective States is to be established as soon as practicable a 
general Catholic Church fund, out of which those exigencies of the Catholic 
Church are to be relieved, for the satisfaction of which there is no legal obliga 
tion upon any one, nor any existing means. 

The State and Church authorities in our dominions are to pay due attention 
to the foregoing Resolutions.

Lord Cowley to Viscount Palmerston. (Received March 24.) 

My Lord, Frankfort, March 21, 1851. 

I HAVE thought that it might be useful to furnish Her Majesty s 
Government with some information respecting the manner in which 
Roman Catholic bishops are appointed in the small States in the 
immediate neighbourhood of Frankfort, of which the majority of the 
population is Protestant, but in which Roman Catholic bishops are 
acknowledged. 

I accordingly applied to the different Governments for information, and 
I lose no time in forwarding to your Lordship a copy of the answer which 
I have received from the Government of Nassau, giving a very clear and 
distinct account of everything relating to the Roman Catholic clergy, not 
only in that duchy, but in those States (Wurtemberg, Baden, the two 
Hesses, and Frankfort) with which Nassau is connected under one arch 
bishop. This information will be the more interesting to Her Majesty s 
Government, because it appears that Nassau has no Concordat or Con 
vention with Rome, although unofficial communications have at times 
taken place with the Papal See, and an understanding established on cer 
tain points; but as your Lordship will see by the inclosure above referred 
to, the general regulation respecting their Roman Catholic subjects have 
been agreed to by the six Governments among themselves, and acquiesced 
in by the Roman Catholics, without any reference to the Court of Rome. 

There is one other point to which I would venture to remark. The 
Roman Catholic bishops residing at Rothenberg, Fulda, Mayence, and 
Limburg, are, if I am rightly informed, called bishops at, and not of, those 
places. 

I would also call attention to the 3rd, 4th, 5th, 9th, 16th, 33rd, and 
34th Articles of the Ducal Proclamation of the 30th January, 1830, as 
showing the powers exercised by the Ducal Government over the Roman 
Catholic priesthood ; and to Articles from No. 25 to 31, which prove that 
the Ducal Government even interferes in the education of persons bringing 
up for the priesthood. This proclamation is not founded on any under 
standing with the Court of Rome, but is simply the expression of the will 
of the Duke of Nassau.

My Lord, Wiesbaden, March 16, 1851. 

WITH reference to your Lordship s communication of the 14th 
instant respecting the relations between the Pope and the Catholic Church 
of the Duchy of Nassau, I have the honour to transmit to you a copy of 
the fourth volume of the Collection of Laws and Statutes of the Duchy of 
Nassau, the contents of which will afford information on the points 
required in the paragraphs on the church administration (pages 461 
and 498). 

From the edicts of the 9th October, 1827, and the adjoined Popish 
bull, Provida solcrsqtie, of the 16th August, 1821, and the Ad Dominici 
gregis custodiain,of the 17th April, 1827 (pages 465 and 488), your 
Excellency will observe that the Duchy of Nassau, with regard to the 
church relations of the Catholics, forms a main part of the church pro 
vinces of the Upper Rhine, and that in the formation of the church 
provinces of the Upper Rhine, the limits, endowment, and arrangements of 
the five bishoprics (Freiburg, Rottenburg, Limburg, Mayence, and Fulda), 
with their chapters, together with the filling up of the archbishop s and 
bishop s sees, and of the cathedral prebends, are arranged according to 
an agreement between the Government of the State and the Papal See. 

The edict of the 30th January, 1830 (pages 493 and 497), contains 
further regulations on the relations between the church provinces and 
their bishoprics, namely, with reference tothe relative position of the State 
and Catholic Church, grounded on an agreement between the Governments 
interested, but not on an agreement with the Papal See. 

The edict of the 9th October, 1827, more especially relates to the Duchy 
of Nassau and the formation of a Catholic Church fund (pages 463 and 465). 
It dates from a very olrl and important Nassau edict of August 31, 1803, of 
which I inclose a copy. In it the filling up of the livings and other small 
benefices, when not in the gift of private |&gt;ersons. are reserved to the Prince, 
as successor to the former Regent or dissolved Corporation, and the 
spiritual jurisdiction with reference to discipline and marriages, in so far 
as marriage is a religious ceremony, is circumsct ibed. 

The arrangements respecting marriages are specially laid down in the 
volume of Regulations, page 176. in the Regulation of the 20th July. 1825, 
referring to the establishment of a Court of Appeal in matters of divorce. 

"With reference to the rules in force in the duchy respecting the nomina 
tion and appointment of bishops and other clergy, I would, with regard to 
the bishops, deans, canons, and vicars of Limburg, refer you to the Bull 
Ad Dominici grcgis cnslodiam ; and with regard to the other clergy, 
to the edict of the 31st August, 1K03. On a vacancy of a Bishop of 
Limburg s see. the chapter is commissioned to choose those of the clergy 
of the diocese who are fitted for the dignity of bishop, within one month 
from the period of the vacancy and to propose them for the approval of 
the Prince. From those candidates who have been approved of by the 
Prince, the chapter chooses a bishop, according to the usual forms. The 
individual so chosen has thereupon to apply to the Papal See for con 
firmation of this appointment ; and when he has obtained it, to take, before 
his consecration as bishop, the oaths of fidelity and obedience to the Prince. 
If the choice is not approved by the Papal See, it is reserved to the 
chapter to proceed to a fresh election. On a vacancy of a dean, canon, or 
vicar, a candidate is proposed in the same manner, and chosen by the 
bishop and chapter alternately, subject to the approval or rejection of 
the Prince; the installation in all these cases lying with the bishop. 
In vacancies of vicars and other small benefices the candidates will be 
chosen by the Prince on the nomination of the bishop, when such benefices 
are not in the gift of private persons. But in this latter case all pre 
sentations are subject to the approval of the Prince. On an appointment 
by the Prince, or a presentation by approval of the Prince, the induction 
always takes place by the bishop. Every priest, before induction, has to 
Inko the oath of fidelity to the Prince and of spiritual obedience to the 
bishop.

As it might be of some interest to your Excellency to see the 
Protestant as well as the Catholic Church relations of the Duchy of 
Nassau, which are to be found in the first part of the "State and Address 
Book," I inclose a copy of it of the year 1844. 

In consequence of a resolution of the National Assembly of Frank 
fort, the new German Constitution (and consequently that of Nassau) has 
adopted as a principle, that Church bodies should independently order 
and regulate their own internal concerns; to which I beg to add the 
observation, that negotiations are pending as to the manner of carrying 
on this principle, and that meanwhile the old regulations are still in 
force.

(Upon the Payment to be made to Ecclesiastical pel-sons for extracts from 

the Civil Registers.) 

THERE has been hitherto a difference of opinion among the parochial 
-ministers, who are also civil functionaries, in reference to the tees which they 
may demand in the case where extracts are required from the civil register, for 
the purpose of establishing a pedigree or genealogical table, without the 
necessity of furnishing a distinct cerlificate of birth, &c., for each separate 
.person, in the forms prescribed in such cases. 

And in order that an uniform proceeding may in future be followed for this 
purpose, it is ordered by the Government that the fees to be received by the 
parochial ministers for preparing pedigrees and genealogical registers, shall, when 
the pedigree includes only two persons, be I or each person 40 kr., making 
1 fl. 20 kr. together ; and that for the third and every additional person, it shall 
be only luk r., consequently the payment for three persons will be 1 fl. 30 kr., 
for five persons I fl. 50 kr., &c. 

This order is made public, that it may be acted upon whenever tli3 case 
occurs.

(Upon the Payment of the Wood-Filer and Measurer, when the stipend-wood 
is taken from the common forests, especially for that of the Clergy.) 

FOR the general removal of douhts which have frequently arisen upon the 
obligation to pay the fee of the chief cutter of the wood which is furnished as 
part of the stipend to the parochial clergy, we think it proper to explain that 
where the parishes are bound to fell the wood gratuitously, the payment of the 
chief wood-cutter is also to be made out of the parochial funds ; but that in 
places where the duty of felling the wood lies on the vicarage (pfarrei) the 
respective incumbent shall pay the chief wood-cutter for the piling and 



measuring.

(Upon the preparation of the Deed of Presentation in benefices of Patronage.) 

IT has come to our knowledge that even in recent times fees have been 
occasionally demanded for the making out of the act of presentation in benefices 
of patronage, and have been paid by the presentee. We are thus induced to 
call to remembrance the 4th section of the Supreme Edict of the -j^-th December, 
1815, whereby 

"All fees and payments for rates and dispensations, however they may be 
called or hitherto demanded, are abolished, and shall not in future be demanded 
or received by any ecclesiastical, judicial, military, or civil authorities, or by 
those of the woods and forests." 

Candidates for parishes or other benefices without distinction of religious 
persuasion, shall in future cases of the sort act in accordance with this legal 
determination, shall reject any illegal demand of such fees, and shall give us 
notice thereof.

(Upon the nomination of the first Head of the Evangelical Clergy to an 

Evangelical Bishopric.) 

His Serene Highness has already, in Supreme Edicts of the llth August, 
1817, 5, and of 8th April, 1818, 1, 5, 6, 7, 15, graciously ordained, that 
upon the removal of one of the two General Superintendents appointed at the 
time of the Protestant religious union in an Evangelical church, only one 
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general superintendent shall be appointed to the chief inspection of all the 
Evangelical clergy and churches, and he has reserved to himself the right of 
conferring a higher rank upon the same. 

As this has now taken place, His Serene Highness is graciously pleased for 
the future, according to the example already given in other States, to confer 
upon the first head of the Evangelical clergy in the duchy the office of a bishop 
with the rank of president of the higher colleges, therewith combined. 

By this Ordinance, which concerns merely the person of the Evangelical 
bishop, who may in future take the office of general superintendent, nothing 
whatever shall be altered in the Constitution of the Evangelical church as 
defined by the two edicts above mentioned, and especially in the functions of 
the chief head of the same, as determined by 15 of the Edict of the 8th 
April, 1818. 

This Supreme resolution is made known to all persons by Supreme 
command.

(Translation.) 
(Upon the formation of a Central Catholic Church Fund.) 

WE, William, by the grace of God, Sovereign Duke of Nassau, &c., have 
considered, that whereas we have from our domains founded a Catholic Bishopric 
and Chapter for our duchy, further revenues are required for the expenses of 
the general administration of the Catholic Church in our duchy, and that certain 
parishes are either not bound or are unable to raise the same ; and also that 
there are frequently extraordinary exigences for the general Catholic worship, 
and especially for the bishopric newly instituted by us, for the supply of which 
especial revenues are not yet assigned and ascertained. 

Several years ago we took into our mature consideration the way in which 
these exigences might be supplied, and consulted thereupon the higher and 
highest spiritual authorities of our duchy, and we are therefore now enabled to 
point out particularly the proper funds and sources of revenue through which 
these wants of the Catholic Church may be supplied ; for as the ecclesiastical 
necessities ot the Evangelical Church, to which the majority of the inhabitants 
of our duchy belong, are not according to the Constitution of our duchy and 
the usage hitherto observed, supplied from the general produce of the taxes of 
the country, this produce cannot be claimed as available for the especial wants 
of the Catholic Church. 

We therefore will and ordain as follows : 

Formation of a Central Catholic Church Fund. 

1. A central Catholic Church fund shall be instituted. We appoint for 
the revenue of the same 

1. That portion of the Schonborn foundation remaining on this side after 
the division with the Crown of Prussia. 

2. The legacy of voh Beck. 

3. The remainder of the claim on the so-called Cauber Catholic Collection 
Fund, under the obligation of satisfying any payments due from the same, in so 
far as a liquidation has not arisen from the division of the fund. 

4. The supplementary fund of the lower county, reserving the fulfilment 
of the obligations due upon the same.

5. The capitular treasure of all the local deaneries of the duchy. 

6. The estates of those chapels and simple benefices, the continuance of 
which may be admitted as unnecessary. 

7. The income of any suppressed vicarages or chaplaincies, so far as it is 
not required for the better endowment of the vicarages to which the parishioners 
of the former are aggregated. 

8. The incomes of vicarages exceeding 1800 florins, the determined maxi 
mum of the regular stipend of a vicar, which are to be drawn according to rule 
in cases of vacancy. 

9. The intermediate revenues of all spiritual benefices from the month of 
decease until a new appointment be made, remaining after paying for the 
administration of the same during the interval. 

10. A yearly addition from the income of all spiritual benefices which shall 
hereafter be conferred, or of those already conferred, at the appointment to 
which a future payment for the constitution of the Central Church Fund was 
expressly reserved, to the amount of 1 per cent, on revenues of benefices 
under 1000 florins, and of 1^ per cent, on those of 10CO florins and upwards, to 
be taken on the whole inventoried income. On the other hand, all those pay 
ments under the denomination of commendam and investiture money, Cathe- 
draticumMarisboi nicum, subsidium charitativum, jucundus introitus, and tristis 
exitus. are wholly abolished. 

1 1 . Under a similar abolition of the Nummus quinquagesimus, of the Ferdo, 
and the Marca Domini, the following; allowances shall be made to the central 
Catholic church fund, out of the property left by the incumbent of a benefice : 

a. Of the first class, from - - 500fl. to 750fl. - 25fl. 

1. Of the second class, from - 750fl. to lOOOfl. - 50fl. 

c. Of the the third class, from -lOOOfl. to 1200fl. - 75fl. 

d. Of the fourth class, from - 1200fl. to 1500fl. - 12()fl. 

e. Of the fifth class, from - - ISOOfl. and upwards - 200fl. 

Unless the deceased shall have bequeathed a larger amount to the same ; in 
which case this allowance shall not be made. 

12. The repayment of sums received out of the said Central Church Fund by 
those who may retire from the service of the church in the country. 

13. The amount arising from any line paid by a clergyman as penalty for 
an ecclesiastical offence. 

14. The amount of any donations, legacies, or establishments for this fund, 
if approved by us. 

15. Profit arising from the publication of catechisms, hymn-books, &c. 

16. In case the requirements of the Fund be not covered by these sources 
of income, a portion of the yearly surplus of the local church fund, to be 
determined according to circumstances, shall be paid into the Central Church 
Fund. 

Also, 

17. We reserve to ourselves, in the case of any deficit occurring, to concede 
still further revenues to the said Fund from sources applicable thereto, or to 
sanction the payment of an additional sum from all the Catholic parishes to 
cover the same. 



Objects of the Central Catholic Church Fund. 

2. In conformity with the objects of the Central Catholic Church Fund, 
as stated above generally, which is everywhere intended wholly and solely to 
furnish supplementary aid to the necessities of the Catholic Church in our duchy, 
the income of the same shall be applied 

1. To -the institution of new vicarages and chaplaincies, where they appear 
to be required. 

2. To the augmentation of ill-endowed vicarages. 

3. To the increase of stipend of deserving clergymen, whose promotion to 
a more profitable position is not convenient. 

4. To the improvement of chaplaincies insufficiently endowed, in the cases 
where the parishes want such an increase from default of means within 
themselves. 
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5. To the support of talented, diligent, and well-conducted Catholic youths 
who dedicate themselves to Catholic theology, for the defraying of the cost of 
their studies. 

6. To the maintenance of superannuated clergy whose income is insufficient 
to provide an assistant. 

7. To aid poor parishes in any other ecclesiastical necessary purposes for 
which they have no means themselves. 

8. For any other general ecclesiastical requirements arising which are 
necessary, or which may be thought useful, and for which there are no especial 
funds provided. 

Administration of the Central Fund. 

3. Our Government is Director of the Central Catholic Church Fund, 
under the joint superintendence and co-operation of the episcopal authorities, as 
the higher administration directs all public funds and corporate revenues, and 
will institute a regular account of its yearly wants and revenues, as the latter 
does with other corporations. For this purpose a particular account shall be 
made out, and after a preliminary examination by the episcopal authorities, 
shall be certified and settled by our Chamber of Accounts which has the control 
of the preservation, correct application, and computation of all corporate estates, 
and shall then be made public by printing and distribution to all the clergy. 

Our Government is charged with the execution of this edict, and the same 
shall be made public by insertion in the printed official paper.

His Serene Highness, upon the proposition of the Government, and 
in view of the Edict of 8th April, 1818, 19 at the end, and of the Edict of 
the 9th October, 1827, has resolved that the advantages of charitable insti 
tutions and public establishments conceded to the Central Evangelical Church 
Fund in the first-mentioned edict, shall be allowed precisely in the same manner 
to the Central Catholic Church Fund formed by the last-named edict. 

The same is hereby made known for the guidance of all the authorities.

(Translation.) 

(Upon the ratification by Government of the Papal Bulls of 16th August, 
1821, and llth April, 1827, relative to the formation of the Ecclesiastical 
province of the Upper Rhine.) 

WE, William, by the grace of God, Sovereign Duke of Nassau, &c., &c., 
have received the Papal Ball of the 16th August, 1821, beginning with the words 
" Provida solersque," and that of the llth April of the present year, beginning 
" Ad Dominici gvegis custodiam," and have granted our sovereign approval to 
the same, so far as they have for their objects the formation of the ecclesiastical 
province of the Upper Rhino, and the demarcation, endowment, and organiza 
tion of the five bishoprics and chapters, and to the filling up of the archbishops 
and bishops sees and cathedral prebends, but nevertheless with the proviso that 
nothing shall be in any way inferred or grounded thereupon which might infringe 
upon or prejudice our sovereign rights, or which might be opposed to the laws 
and ordinances of our duchy, or the archiepiscopal or episcopal rights, or the 
rights of the Evangelical confession and church.

Pius, Bishop, servant of the servants of God, for perpetual remembrance. 

THE wise and prudent care of the Roman Pontiffs in settling and arranging 
those tilings which appear best calculated to protect and benefit the Lord s flock, 
according to the circumstances of time and place, has occasionally led them to 
constitute new apostolical sees, and sometimes to transfer certain sees, in order 
that if the Lord bless the harvest, a better safeguard may be gained thereby for 
the spiritual benefit of the faithful ; ve therefore, so soon as peace was restored 
to Germany, immediately applied our cares to the settlement of the affairs of the 
Church, which had been perturbed by the former disasters of the times, and 
having four years ago suitably ordered the same in the Kingdom of Bavaria, we 
forthwith turned our attention to all those followers of the orthodox faith who 
are under the government of the Most Serene Princes and States of Germany, 
that is to say, the King of Wurtemberg, the Grand Duke of Baden, the Elector 
of Hesse, the Duke of Nassau, the Free Town of Frankfort, the Grand Duke of 
Mecklenburg, the Dukes of Saxony, the Duke of Oldenburg, the Prince of 
Waldeck, and the free Hanse Towns of Lubeck and Bremen, who, showing them 
selves in readiness to make every effort for a suitable endowment of bishoprics 
to be erected or restored by the Apostolic See, have sent delegates to Rome for 
this purpose, in the name of the whole body. 

But as it was impracticable to come to an understanding upon all the eccle 
siastical affairs in question, although we are not without hope that they may be 
hereafter arranged by the wisdom of the said Princes and States, in the meantime, 
that the faithful in Christ resident in those countries, whom we perceive to be in 
in great want of spiritual guidance, may not be any longer deprived of their own 
pastors, we have resolved to proceed to the erection of some sees and demarca 
tion of dioceses in the principal cities and territories of those Princes and 
States, so that we may be enabled as soon as possible to furnish those churches 
with their own prelates, reserving to ourselves the care of associating the 
Catholic subjects of other Princes to those dioceses which we may judge most 
convenient. 

Having, therefore, heard the advice of some of our venerable brothers 
Cardinals of the Holy Roman Church, from our certain knowledge and mature 
deliberation, and by the fulness of apostolic power, we do suppress, annul, and 
extinguish the title, denomination, nature, and essence, and the whole present 
condition, both of the vacant episcopal church of Constance, and of the extra 
diocesan provostship of St. Vitus in Elwangen, together with its chapters, in 
order that we may freely proceed to the erection of the undermentioned new 
churches and demarcation of dioceses ; and further, we alter the present state of 
the episcopal churches of Mayence and Fulda, so that the former be withdrawn 
altogether from any metropolitan right of the Archbishop of Mechlin, and may 
no longer remain subject to the provisions of our apostolic letters, beginning 
"Qui Christi Domini," dated the 29th November, IfeOl ; and that the 
latter may be understood to be transferred from the state of a regular, in which 
it was constituted by other apostolic letters of our predecessor, Benedict XIV of 
happy memory, beginning "In Apostolicse," to the secular condition; and 
with like knowledge and deliberation and power, to the glory of Almighty God, 
the exaltation of the orthodox faith, and the increase of the Catholic religion, we 
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do for ever erect and constitute Friburg, the principal city in Brisgau, cele 
brated for its high school and other establishments and inhabited by 9000 citizens 
and upwards, into an archiepiscopal city, and its very celebrated church, under 
the title of the Assumption of the Blessed Virgin Mary, to an archiepiscopal and 
parochial church ; Rottenburg on the Neckar, also formerly chief town of the 
Duchy of Hohenburg, in the Kingdom of Wurtemberg, containing the provincial 
court-house, and having 5,500 inhabitants, we constitute an episcopal city, and 
the large church therein dedicated to St. Martin, bishop anjl confessor, we make 
an episcopal church ; moreover, Limburg on theLahn, placed in a fertile country 
in the middle of the Duchy of Nassau, containing 2,700 inhabitants, we also 
constitute an episcopal city, and the church in the same, dedicated to St. George, 
we make an episcopal church, with all the rights, jurisdictions, advantages, 
honours, and privileges legally appertaining to archiepiscopal and episcopal 
sees respectively. And we do assign to the aforesaid metropolitan church of 
Friburg, as suffragan churches, the four episcopal churches aforesaid of Mayence, 
Fulda, Rottenburg, and Limburg. 

And each chapter, as well of the metropolitan church of Friburg as of the 
cathedral churches of Mayence and Rottenburg, shall consist of one deanery and 
six canonries ; that of Fulda shall consist of one deanery and four canonries, and 
that of Limburg of one deanery and five canonries; and, moreover, in order to 
augment somewhat the number of ministrants, six more prebends or vicariats 
shall be constituted in the churches of Friburg and Rottenburg, four in those of 
Mayence and Fulda, and two in that of Limburg, for so many prebendaries or 
vicars respectively. 

And we do allow and grant to each of the above-named chapters the liberty 
and power of making and issuing, under the presidency, inspection and approval 
of the respective chief prelate for the time being, any statutes, chapters, and 
decrees whatever, provided they be legal and proper, and in accordance with 
canonical rules, both for the service of the choir, for the division of duties 
received, and of any other revenues, for the bearing of burdens, for the prosperous 
and beneficial regulation and direction of matters and rights spiritual and 
temporal ; and that they may and can freely and lawfully possess and enjoy the 
favours, distinctions, and privileges which other chapters of cathedral churches 
in those parts do lawfully possess and enjoy. 

And we do expressly enjoin to each chief prelate of the above-named 
churches, that he appoint, in accordance with the rules, one of the canons to 
fulfil constantly the office of a penitentiary, and another to expound the Holy 
Scriptures to the people on stated days ; or if canons cannot be conveniently 
appointed to these offices, the bishop shall take care that these duties be dis 
charged by some other fit priests, and that proper means be provided for 
bestowing a suitable remuneration on those priests for the work done. 

And whereas, in accordance with the precept of the Holy Council of Trent 
for the education and instruction of the clergy, an ecclesiastical seminary for 
boys to be freely ruled and directed by the bishop should exist in each of the 
aforesaid archiepiscopal and episcopal churches, where such number of pupils 
should be maintained as is required by the necessity and utility of each diocese 
respectively ; and as we know that such do already exist in four of them, we 
direct that a suitable seminary be erected in the remaining church as soon as it 
shall be practicable. 

And being now about to proceed to the demarcation of the five dioceses 
aforesaid, so that by the boundaries thereof being distinctly defined, no question 
may arise between the respective bishops as to the exercise of ecclesiastical 
jurisdiction, having previously separated the undermentioned places from the 
dioceses and churches to which they now belong, we do, of the like plenitude 
of our Apostolic power, decree, prescribe, and constitute as follows : 

The metropolitan church of Friburg shall have for its diocesan territory 
the whole province of the Grand Duchy of Baden, that is to say, the parishes 
situated within the boundaries of that duchy, and which do belong or have 
belonged partly to the diccese of Constance and partly to those of Strasburg, 
Spires, Worms, Wiirzburg, Basle, and Ratisbon ; fourteen other parishes, with 
their chapels-of-ease, situated in the Principality of Hohenzollern-Hechingen, 
and belonging to the aforesaid diocese of Constance; and twenty-four parishes 
in the Principality of Hohenzollern-Sigmaringen, belonging to the same diocese 
of Constance; and also eighteen parishes of the Deauery of Vohringen, and 
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seventeen parishes in the Deanery of Haigerlcck, in the said principality, arid 
appertaining to the same diocese. 

The episcopal church of Mayence shall have for its diocesan territory the 
the whole province of the Grand Duchy of Hesse, that is to say, all the parishes 
of the diocese of Mayence left after separation of the places situated within the 
Bavarian dominions, and the other places and parishes from the dioceses pf 
Ratisbon and Worms, and the single parish of Herbstein from trie diocese of 
Fulda, belonging for temporal matters to the grand duchy aforesaid ; and 
finally, the parishes in Darmstadt, Giessen, and Offenbach, in the said (Jrand 
Duchy of Hesse, but so that, in those places which are chiefly inhabited by 
non-Catholics, new parish churches shall be founded by the first future bishop 
for the Catholics, if they are in considerable numbers ; but if their number is 
small, they shall be associated to the nearest Catholic parishes. 

The episcopal church of Fulda shall have for its diocesan territory the 
whole Electorate of Hesse, that is to say, forty parishes now included in that 
diocese ; twenty parishes from the ancient metropolitan diocese, formerly 
Mayence and afterwards Ratisbon ; and one parish in Volkmarsen, of the 
diocese of Paderborn ; with the exception of those fractions of parishes in the 
Kingdom of Bavaria which have .been already annexed, or which are shortly to 
be annexed by Apostolic delegation to nearer parishes of the dioceses of the 
Kingdom of Bavaria. But the fractions of the out-parishes lying within the 
Province of Hesse, .shall be annexed to some nearer parish or parishes of the 
diocese of Fulda. In the meantime we leave to the diocese of Fulda the nine 
united parishes situated in the Grand Duchy of Saxe-Weimar, in relation to 
which we reserve to ourselves and the Roman Pontiffs our successors the right 
of freely disposing of the same in any other manner, if it shall be necessary. 

The episcopal church of Rottenburg shall have have (or its diocesan ter 
ritory the whole Kingdom of Wurtemberg, with all the parishes which in the 
year 1816 were separated from the divisions of Augsburg, Spires, Worms, and 
Wiirtzburg ; together with the parishes formerly belonging to the suppressed 
provostship of the extra-diocesan St. Vitus in Elwangen. 

Finally, the episcopal church of Limburg shall have for its diocesan 
territory the whole Duchy of Nassau, in which are included fifty-eight parishes 
belonging to the ancient diocese of Ratisbon, and fifty-two belonging to the 
ancient diocese of Treves, formerly metropolitan dioceses, and twenty-two 
parishes situated in the Province of Dillenburg and Weilburg, and also the 
territory of the Free City of Frankfort, in which there is one parish church 
dedicated to St. Bartholomew the Apostle, with its three dependent churches, 
io which all the Catholics in the said city belong, and which depend on the 
aforesaid diocese of Ratisbon. 

Therefore, the above-mentioned cities and churches being erected in archi- 
episcopal and episcopal cities and churches, and the aforesaid places and parishes 
being annexed to the five above- mentioned churches as their diocesan territory 
respectively, we do assign the inhabitants of the same of both sexes, as well 
clerical as lay, to those churches as their clergy and people for ever ; and we do 
place them altcgether under the spiritual jurisdiction of each chief prelate, so 
that it shall be lawful lor those fit and worthy persons who may be placed 
according to canonical ordinances over the said archiepiscopal and episcopal 
churches, as well for this present time as in future, by apostolical authority, after 
previous investigation to be instituted in every case by the Rornun Pontiff, in 
conformity with the instructions Issued by command of our predecessor Pope 
Urban V11I of pious memory, as we do order and direct, by themselves or by 
others in their namp, but not until these present letters shall have been duly and 
entirely executed, arid the said prelates shall have received the letters of apostolic 
invcs iture, freely to take true, real, and ccrporal possession of the government, 
administration, and every kind of diocesan right in the aforesaid churches, cities, 
and dioceses, and of the estates and other revenues assigned or to be assigned 
to them as endowments, and having taken to retain the same for ever. 

We decree, in the meantime, that all and eA^ery the places aforesaid shall 
continue ad interim to be governed by the vicars or administrators lawfully 
appointed, under whom they are at present placed. 

And in order .that all and everything hereinbefore provided by us may be 
quickly and beneficially carried into execution, ws do empower and command 
the venerable brother John Baptist de Keller, Bishop of Evara, whom we nomi- 
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nate, elect, and appoint executor of this our present Brief, that he do proceed to 
the endowment of the aforesaid churches, chapters, and seminaries respectively, 
out of lands and estates, and other revenues, with especial right of mortgage, 
and to be converted heieafter into lands and estates, to be held and administered 
by them in full ownership, in the manner and form which is offered and expressed 
by the Serene Princes under whose government each diocese is placed, in the 
documents to be hereinafter mentioned, drawn out in legal form and transmitted 
to us, which shall be preserved in the acts of this Congregation superintending 
Consistorial affairs, and authentic copies of which shall be delivered by the 
aforesaid executor to each of the churches, to be preserved in the archives of 
the same respectively. That is to say, he shall assign to the archicpiscopal 
church of Friburg in Brisgau, the Lordship of l.inz, and other revenues, which 
estates and rents produce altogether 75,364 Rhenish florins per annum, as is 
distinctly and plainly described in the document made by especial command of 
the Grand Duke of Baden on the 23rd day of December, 1820. The aforesaid 
Bishop John B.iptist shall so divide the estates, that 13,400 florins of the same 
shall every year be allowed for the archiepiscopal expenses, by adding to which 
the payments to be hereinafter mentioned, to be made yearly by the three cathe 
dral churches, the annual revenue of the archiepiscopal establishment will be 
14,710 florins. To the dean of the chapter, 4000 florins; to the first of the 
canons, 2,300 florins ; to each of the five other canons, 1800 florins ; moreover, 
to each of the six prebendaries, 900 florins ; further, to the diocesan seminary, 
25,000 florins ; to the edirice of the cathedral church, 5,264 florins ; to the 
archicpiscopal chancery, 3000 florins ; and lastly, for houses appropriated to 
superannuated or unfit ecclesiastics, either such as are now in existence, jr 
which shall be erected by the ordinary under whose jurisdiction they are placed, 
8000 florins. He shall moreover assign f&gt;r the habitation of the archbishop a 
palace in the city of Friburg, contiguous to the cathedral square, formerly the 
house of the Provincial States of Brisgau, with the appurtenances attached 
thereto, and a garden before the city gate ; and for the habitations of the dean 
and six canons and six prebendaries, he shall assign other houses described in 
the aforesaid document. 

To the episcopal church of Mayence, in addition to the estates and revenues 
which it hold? at present, he shall give the annual sum of 20,000 Rhenish 
florins, to be received out of the rents and proceeds of the Prefecture of 
Mayence, constituted for the purpose of levying duties and seignorial rents, to 
be paid yearly to the aforesaid church, on the condition that the said sum may 
hold a right of mortgage on the goods, estates, and seignorial rents of the said 
Prefecture of Mayence ; and that this provision do remain firm, stable, and 
unshaken, until farms and estates producing a yearly rent of 20,000 florins, be 
assigned to the same episcopal church of Mayence, to be possessed by it in full 
right, as it is expressly provided in the document drawn up by the especial com 
mand of the Grand Dake of Hesse and bei Rhsin, on the 2 ath day of August, 
in the year 1820. But this sum of 20,000 florins per annum being added to the 
revenues which constitute the present endowment of the church of Mayence as 
a supplementary endowment, the whole amount of revenue thence accruing 
shall be distributed by the executor aforesaid, in such manner that the bishop 
shall have a net revenue of 6000 fl. the vicar-general, 25,000 fl., each of the 
six canons, 1800 fl., the first of the four prebend-tries, 900 fl. and the otherthree 
prebendaries, 800 fl. each. But this provision, as regards dean, canons, and 
prebendaries, shall not take effect until the number of the canons of the 
cathedral church of Mayence be reduced to six, for which purpose we decree, 
that when the first four of the ten existing prebends of that chapter shall in 
anyway become vacant, they shall not be conferred upon other parsons, so that 
the said chapter shall in future C3nsist of a dean and six canons. But in the 
meantime the ten existing canons shall receive the same annual revenues which 
they received before the separation of that portion of the diocese of Mivence 
given to the church of Spires, and which, after the new circumsc.iption 
of the dioceses of the former French territory, made by our other Bull, 
dated the 29th November, 1801, were granted to them. But in respect to 
the prebendaries not now existing in the cathedral church of Mayence, since 
their office is filled by priests who have emoluments in part arising from the 
office of small buildings called by the name of Presentis," ani partly frond 
pensions which are now paid by the Government, these priests shall continue fro 
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perform the same duties in the cathedral until the period when, after their 
demise, the four prebends above mentioned, now to be erected with a view to 
that period, can he constituted with the above-mentioned endowment of 900 
florins per annum for the first, and 800 florins for each of the three remainine 
prebendaries ; and for the dwelling-house of the bishop, that house with garden 
adjacent shall serve which he has hitherto enjoyed, and in like manner shall it 
be done also with regard both to present and future canons, for whose habitation 
ten houses are now already assigned, four of which have gardens adjacent ; for 
the maintenance of the cathedral church, and for the expenses necessary for 
divine service, the estates, farms, and other revenues possessed from of old by 
the said church shall be continued, amounting to the sum of 3,335 florins per 
annum. We make a similar provision with respect to the diocesan seminary, 
which after the suppression of a monastery formerly inhabited by monks of the 
order of the hermit brothers of St. Augustin, we determine to be regularly 
instituted in the said monastery with the church and garden annexed ; and we 
decree that an annual revenue shall be assigned to the same, partly from its 
ancient estates restored in the year 1806, and partly arising from former 
donations and legacies, and constituting a sum of 3,700 florins, and from a very 
recent and liberal donation made in its favour, as \vell as any others which may 
be made hereafter; the revenues of which shall be attributed to the said seminary 
for ever. We lastly make a similar provision with respect to the Retreat at 
PfafFen Schwabenheim, intended for the maintenance and care of superannuated 
or infirm ecclesiastics, which, after suppression of the monastery formerly 
inhabited by the regular canons of the Order of St. Augustin, we command to 
be constituted in the house of this monastery, the endowment of which amounts 
to the sum of 1822 florins per annum, besides that which may be collected 
under the denomination of charitable assistance in a part of the ancient diocese 
of Mayence, subsequently of Ratisbon, and which having been customarily paid 
hitherto, will receive no little increase. 

The episcopal church of Fulda shall have fields, meadows, and woods, and 
other revenues constituting an annual sum of 26,370 Rhenish florins, as is more 
fully described in the document made by the aforesaid Elector of Hesse on the 
14th day of March in the year 1821. And this dotation the executor aforesaid 
shall distribute in manner that the bishop shall receive yearly 6000 florins ; the 
dean of the chapter, 2,600 florins ; each of the four canons, 1800 florins ; and each 
of the four prebendaries, 800 florins ; and 2000 florins shall be expended every 
year on the edifice of the cathedral ; 7000 florins on the diocesan seminary ; and 
170 florins shall be annually paid to the Archbishop of Friburg, as metropolitan. 
Moreover, we destine for the habitation of the bishop, and for the Episcopal 
Court, the house contiguous to the cathedral, on St. Alichael s Mount, with the 
two gardens and appurtenances adjoining ; and for the dwellings of the dean, the 
four canons, and four prebendaries, other houses described in the said document ; 
and, finally, we destine for the seminary the house close to the cathedral, already 
dedicated for that purpose, with the garden adjoining. 

The episcopal churt-h of Rottenburg shall enjoy the revenues described in 
detail in a document completed by special direction of the aforesaid King of 
Wurtemberg on the 10th day of November in the year 1820, which shall be 
distributed by the aforesaid executor in the following proportion, every year : 
10,000 florins for the bishop; 2,400 florins for the dean of the chapter; 
1800 florins for each of the six canons; 900 florins for the first of the six 
prebendaries; and 800 florins each for the other five; 1400 florins for the 
cathedral and for keeping up the other buildings ; 8,092 florins for the diocesan 
seminary ; 6,916 florins for the episcopal chancery ; 2,150 florins for the expenses 
of divine worship at the cathedral ; 800 florins for the sacristan and other church 
servants ; and 8fi4 florins for the Archbishop of Friburg, as metropolitan. And 
if the dean should be chosen by the bishop to the office of Vicar-General also, 
1 100 florins more shall be paid to him : but if a simple canon of the chapter be 
selected by the bishop for that office, an increase of 1700 florins shall be made 
to him. And, moreover, for the dnelling-house of the bishop, and for the 
Episcopal Court, we command that the house in the city of Rottenburg, near 
the valley ot the Neckar, formerly used as the Royal Prefecture, with the 
adjoining garden and appurtenances, be appropriated ; and for the habitations of 
the dean of the chapter, the six canons, and six prebendaries, other houses also 
described in the same document ; and for the episcopal seminary, after sup- 
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pression of the monastery formerly inhabited by the brothers of the Order of the 
Holy Virgin Mary of Mount Carmel, we appropriate the house of that suppressed 
monastery, situated on the Neckar, for the use of the clergy of the seminary. 

The episcopal church of Limburg shall enjoy the estates, farms, rents, 
tithes, and other revenues, constituting an annual sum of 21,606 florins, as 
appears from a document made by especial command of the Duke of Nassau, on 
the 3rd day of January of the present year, 1821, which revenues the executor 
aforesaid shall distribute annually in the following manner: to the bishop, 6000 
florins; to the dean of the chapter, 2,400 florins; to the first canon, who shall 
be also the parish priest of Limburg, 1800 florins; to the second ca ion, also 
1800 florins; to the third canon, who shall likewise be parish priest of the 
church of Dietkirch, also 1800 florins; to the fourth canon, who shall be like 
wise parish priest in Altville, 2,300 florins; and to the fifth canon, who is also 
parish priest in the Free Town of Frankfort and its territory, the amount which 
he now receives as parish priest, dispensations being granted by apostolical 
delegated authority for the retention of the said parishes with the four canonries 
aforesaid, in such manner that the cure of souls in the parishes mentioned be 
properly provided for by fit curates, to be approved and instituted by the ordi 
nary with all due order, according to canonical authority. To the first chaplain, 
who shall assist the first canon parish priest of Limburg in the cure of souls, 
800 florins ; to the second chaplain, who shall have the duty of saying mass in 
the chapel of the hospital of Limburg, 800 florins; to the Archbishop of Limburg, 
as metropolitan, for the proportionate increase of his dotation, 270 florins ; for 
the seminary constituted or to be constituted within the province for the bringing 
up and instruction of the clergy of the diocese of Limburg, 1500 florins; and 
finally, for the episcopal chancery, and for the other expenses of the manage 
ment of the church and of the estates, 2,130 florins. And, moreover, for 
the habitation of the bishop, after suppression of the monastery or convent 
formerly inhabited by the brothers of the Order of St. Francis, we assign the 
part of that monastery which has hitherto been held by the Ducal Prefect, with 
the garden adjoining inclosed by walls ; and for the dean, and five canons, and 
two chaplains, other houses described in the aforesaid document. 

And we further enjoin the said Bishop, John Baptist, that he take proper 
care for the cure of souls in the metropolitan and cathedral churches, and that 
he determine by what priests, to be approved and instituted by the respective 
Ordinary after examination, according to canonical precepts, and with what 
amount of stipend, the same is to be exercised in those churches, and that he 
point out in what seminary of the ecclesiastical Province of Friburg the clergy 
of the diocese of Limburg shall be received, with the yearly assignment of 1 500 
florins as aforesaid, until the proper seminary for Limburg be erected ; and 
further, that he determine the amount to be furnished by the territorial 
princes respectively, for providing the cost of the due and constant celebration 
of divine worship, as well in the suppressed episcopal church of Constance as 
in the provost church of Elwangen ; and finally, that he take care that the 
annual payments be made to the surviving canons of the suppressed chapters, 
entirely and faithfully until their death. 

And for the benefit and convenience of the respective dioceses, we direct 
that all and every document respecting the parishes and places separated from 
the ancient dioceses and incorporated in the new ones be taken out of the old 
chanceries, and delivered in proper form to the new archiepiscopal and episcopal 
chanceries respectively, in which they shall be preserved for ever. 

And having regard to the revenues assigned to the above-mentioned archi 
episcopal and episcopal churches respectively, we order that they be valued in 
the books of the Apostolic Chamber, as follows : namely, the church of Friburg

at 6b ^- florins, the church of Mayence at 348^ florins, the church of Fulda at 
332 florins, the church of Rottenburg at 490 florins, and the church of Limburg 
at 332 florins. 

And in order that everything which we have herein ordered as above may 
be duly executed, we grant to the aforesaid John Baptist, Bishop of Evara, who 
is appointed executor of those letters, all and every the necessary and suitable 
powers for this purpose, so that he, after the respective endowments shall be made 
by deeds drawn up in the forms which are valid in the different States, may 
and can freely and lawfully, by virtue of the apostolic authority delegated to 
him, proceed either to the erection or the new ordination of each church 
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with its chapter, and to the demarcations of the respective diocesan territory, 
and may do and determine all other things as ordered ahove ; and further, we 
also grant power to the said Bishop, John Baptist, tiiat for the purpose of 
carrying everything into full effect, especially in places at a distance from 
his residence, he may depute one or more person or persons, holding eccle 
siastical dignity, and as well the said John Baptist, as the person or persons 
deputed or to be deputed by him, may and can, and any one of them respec 
tively may and can decide freely and lawfully upon any opposition made in any 
way whatever in the execution of the same, observing always all legal 
formalities, definitively and without appeal ; and we do further expressly enjoin 
and command the said Bishop, John Baptist, that he transmit in authentic form 
to the Apostolic See, copies of all documents which may be drawn up either by 
himself or his deputies, within four months after they shall he executed, that they 
may be preserved in the usual manner in the archives of the aforesaid Consis- 
torial Congregation. 

And we do will and determine that the present Brief, together with every 
thing which is contained and prescribed therein, shall not he censuied or 
impugned, or otherwise invalidated or suspended, or restrained or limited, or 
called into dispute, nor shall restitution in integrum, nor the right of remon 
strance, nor any other legal remedy whatever of right, fact, or equity, be 
obtained against it, neither on the plea that any person, of any state, rank, con 
dition, or pre-eminence, or worthy also of specific, express, or individual mention 
he may be, having a right or interest in the matters stated, or in any of them, 
or who may in future from any motive whatever claim to have a right or interest, 
may have withheld their consent, or because any of them were not called to be 
present when the arrangements were made, or were not at all or not sufficiently 
heard, nor from any other juridical, privileged or most privileged cause, colour, 
or pretext, or clause of the canon law, from no default at any time by com 
mission or omission, or nullity or defect of our intention, or of consent of parties 
interested, or by any defect whatever, however great and substantial ; nor else 
because any solemn fcrms or other matters which perhaps should have been 
observed and fulfilled in the premises, were not observed and fulfilled, or because 
the motives of issuing this present Brief were not sufficiently brought forward, 
verified, and substantiated ; nor shall it be comprehended under any contrary 
ordinances, revocations, suspensions, restrictions, modifications, decrees, or 
general or special declaration?, however made ; hut sha 1 always be and remain 
exempted therefrom, and shall be and remain for ever valid and in force, as made- 
by and emanating from our Pontifical wisdom, certain knowledge and fulness of 
power, and shall have and obtain full and entire effect, and shall be perpetually and 
inviolably observed in future by those to whom it belongs or shall belong in any 
way whatever: and it shall most fully be to the benefit of the bishops and 
chapters of the churches aforesaid for all future times, as well as to the other 
parties for whose advantage it is issued : and we will and decree that the same 
persons shall not in any way be molested or disturbed, disquieted or impeded, 
in rtspect to all and everything herein stated, or because thereof, by any 
person invested with any authority whatever ; nor shall they at any time be 
held to prove or verify aiiy matters whatever narrated herein, nor be com 
pelled or urged to do the same judicially or extra-judiciaily : and if it happen 
that anything be attempted, either knowingly or ignorantly, by any authority, 
the same is and shall be void and utterly null. Notwithstanding the rule, " I)e 
jure qufssito non tollendo," and u De sup;iresKwnis committcndis ad paries vocuhs 
quorum interest. and our other regulations, and those of the Apostolic Chancery, 
and the statutes, privileges, and indulgences of the churches, however worthy 
of specific and individual mention, and though fortified by apostolic confirma 
tion or other corroboration ; and notwithstanding ail and singular the special 
and general apostolic constitutions and ordinances, and those issued in synodal, 
provincial, and universal councils, each and all of them, considering as inserted 
herein, as well as every other thing to the contrary hereof, we do, lor the 
effect of all matters herein contained, from our certain knowledge and the 
plenitude of our power, broadly, and fully, and especially, and expressly repeal. 
We iurt her will that the same credit be everywhere given to copies of this iirief, 
even to printed impressions, when signed by the hand of some notary public, 
axid sealed with the seal of some person holding ecclesiastical dignity, as would 
be given to this Brief itself if it were shown and exhibited. It- is not permitted 
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to any person to impugn, or by wicker! daring to oppose this our Brief of 
suppression, extinction, annulment, reordination, erection, dismembering, 
uniting, annexation, application, concession, indulgence, demarcation, assign 
ment, attribution, statute, trust, delegation, mandate, decree, repeal, and 
determination ; and if any one shall presume to attempt this, let him know 
that he will incur the wrach of Almighty God and of St. Peter and St. Paul the 
Apostles.

Leo, Bishop, servant of the servants of God, for perpetual remembrance. 

THE Roman Pontiffs have always striven with very great and continued 
efforts to appoint shepherds for the keeping of the Lord s flock, who should 
rule it in the paths of justice and holiness, both by the exercise of worship an d 
the ministry of the Word, well knowing that the same hath been especially 
entrusted to them in virtue of their office by the Prince of Shepherds. With 
this view, our predecessor, Pius VII, of happy memory, guided by the greas 
zeal for the good of the Church with which he was animated, considered it hit 
holiest duty to turn his most solicitous attention to those holders of the ortho 
dox faith who are under the government of the Most Serene Princes and States 
of Germany following ; viz , the King of Wurtemburg, the Grand Duke of 
Baden, the Elector of Hesse, the Duke of Nassau, ths Free City of Fran kfort 
the Grand Duke of Mecklenburg, the Dukes of Saxony, the Duke of Olden 
burg, the Prince of WalHeck, and the free Hanse Towns of Lubeck and 
Bremen ; and therefore after having carefully considered all those things which 
appeared to be most appropriate to the matter, he provided for their being 
supplied with clerical guides. Consequently, an apostolic brief, dated August 
16, 1821, beginning " Provida solersque," constituted the archiepiscopal see of 
Friburg, with its four suffragan bishoprics, Rottenburg, Mayence, Limburg, and 
Fulda, everything being suitably arranged which was required for determining 
the episcopal revenues, the capitular colleges, the seminaries, the parochial 
incumbencies, and the cathedral churches. We are now prepared, by the help 
of God, who is the father of light and the author of all comfort, to provide 
forthwith those sees with their pastors. But some matters yet remained to be 
arranged for future guidance, principally in regard to the choice of prelates 
suitable to the localities, so that the rights of the Apostolic See might remain 
uninjured in this respect, and that everything done lor this object should meet 
with general assent. We have diligently applied our attention to this, wholly 
considering in this very serious and difficult matter, how to remove all those 
impediments which still prevented the great spiritual gain prepared by the 
provisions of the said bull, and how those provisions, which were made for the 
benefit of religion, should be carried to the desired effect. Having therefore 
taken into consideration all things relative to this subject, and having determined 
on such measures as appeared most adapted to the object and all its circum 
stances, having heard some of our venerable brothers, the Cardinals of our 
Holy Roman Church, and of our certain knowledge and mature deliberation, 
and in the fulness of .Apostolic power, w r e decree and command as follows : 

Firstly. Whenever an archiepiscopal or an episcopal see shall be vacant, 
the chapter of that cathedral church, within one mouth, to be reckoned from the 
day of vacation, shall take care to communicate to the Sovereign Princes of that 
territory the names of the candidates belonging to the clergy of the diocese who 
shall be judged worthy and fit, according to the precepts of the sacred canons, to 
govern in a holy manner, and wisely, the archiepiscopal or episcopal church ; 
and if it should happen that any of those candidates should not be acceptable to 
the Sovereign Prince of the territory, the chapter shall withdraw his name from 
the list, but leaving, nevertheless, a sufficient number of names of candidates for 
making choice of a new prelate ; and then the chapter shall proceed to make a 
canonical election of one of the remaining candidates to be archbishop or bishop, 
according to the usual canonical form, and shall take care, within a month, to 
bring the document of election before the T Toly Pontiff in an authentic form.

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Secondly. The process of inquiring into the qualifications of the persons to 
he promoted to archiepiscopal or episcopal churches shall, in the form cf 
instruction drawn up by command of Pops Urban VIFI, of pious memory, be 
entrusted by the Roman Pontiff to one of the bishops of the province, or to a 
dignitary of the church of the respective diocese, on receipt of which, if the 
Supreme Pontiff rinds that the person to be promoted is endowed with the 
qtial ; fications required by the sacred canons for a bishop, he shall as early as 
poss hle confirm the same by apustolic brief, according to the set canonical 
forms. 

Thirdly. But if the election shall have been uncanonically made, or if the 
person to be promoted be found unendowed with the qualifications aforesaid, 
the S.ipreme Pontiff, &lt;.f his especial grace, shall permit the chapter to proceed 
to a new election, as above, in a canonical manner. 

Fourthly. The metropolitan, as well as the cathedral chapters, shall for the 
first time be constituted in the manner following: Alter the archbishop or the 
bishops respectively shall be instituted by the authority of the Holy See, they shall 
be ch rged by the Supreme Pontiff to proceed in the name of the saiil Supreme 
Pontiff to the nomination of a dear, canon?, and vicars of the chapters; and 
they shall give to them canonical institution. But afterwards, whenever the 
office of dean, or canon, or vicar shall be \acant, the archbishop, or bishop, 
altei nately with the respective chapters, shall, within six weeks from the day of 
vacation, propose to the Sovereign Prince of the territory four candidates in 
holy orders, endowed with the qualifications required by the several canons in 
the capitular clergy. And if it should be that one of those candidates should 
be unacceptable to the Sovereign Prince of the territory, the said Sovereign 
Prince shall, as early as practicable, give notic? of the same to the archbishop 
or bishop, or to the chapter respectively, that his name may be withdrawn from 
the list of candidates ; and then the archbishop cr bishop, or the chapter 
respectively shall, within four weeks, proceed to the nomination of one of the 
remaining candidates for collation to the deanery, or canonry, or prebend, or 
vicarage, to whom ihe archbishop or bishop shall give canonical institution. 

Filthly. In the archiepiscopal or episcopal seminary, that number of clergy 
shall be instructed and maintained according to the decrees of the Holy Council 
of Trent, as is suitable to the size and requirements of the diocese, and as the 
li.sliop shall judge to be proper. 

Sixthly. There shall be free communication with the Holy See on ecclesi 
astical matters ; and the archbishop in his diccese and ecclesiastical province, as 
well as the bishops, each in his own diocese, shall exercise in full right the 
episcopal jurisdiction which belong* to them according to the canons in f &gt;rce 
and the existing ecclesiastical discipline. And with regard to those things which 
are contained in the present letters, corroborated by apostolic sanction, we 
strictly command that they be accuiat.ly and diligently fulfilled and observed 
by the prelates and chapters of the sees in so far as concerns them. And we 
do confidently and gladly expect cf th.- Mo&gt;t Serene Princes, as they are 
animated with treat and lo;ty minds, and intent on promoting the happiness of 
their pecple, that, seeing how far our indulgence has extended in the whole of 
this business, they will daily show themselves more and more benevolent towards 
their Catholic subjects, W .IOHI they will assuredb find at all times closely bound 
to them in fidelity, obedience, and zealous attachment. And we decree that 
these present Letters may not be at anytime opposed or impugned for detects of 
omission, or commi sion, or null ty ; but that they be and remain always firm, 
valid, and effective, notwithstanding any general or sp cial apostolic constitutions 
or ordinances; and not\\ it fasten ding our rules. and those of the Apostolic Chancery, 
and especiallv the maxim " ds jure quans\tt&gt; non /c.7/."/r/o,"and any other matters to 
the contrary, however worthy of especial mention they may be; all and each of 
which, co; s dering the tenor thereof as inseited and expr. ssed word for word, 
and to remain elsewhere in full force, we do for the purpose of the aforesaid 
only, especially and expressly set aside. It is also our pleasure that the cop es 
and also the printed impreisior.s cf the present Britf, when signed by some notary 
public, and sealed with the seal of same person holding ecclesiastical dignity, be 
received with the same credit as oi.U be given to tin s present Brief if it were 
shown or exhibited. Let n;&gt; one, tluvtfoiv, impugn this writing or our con 
cession, appiobation, derogation, statute, mandate, and resolution ; nor let him 
rashly dine to i.ppo;e it ; and if any one shall presume so to do. let him know 
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that he will incur the wrath cf Alm ghty God and of the blessed Peter anl 
Paul, his apostles.

Decree for erecting and defining the boundaries of the Diocese of Limburg. 

WE, Hubert Corden, Vicar- General, Rural Dean and Incumbent of 
Limburg ; 

Jacob Brand, Ecclesiastical Councillor, Rural Dean, and Incumbent of 
Weiskirchen ; 

John William Bausch, Ecclesiastical Councillor, Rural Dean, and Incumbent 
of Hadamar ; 

Deputed to carry into effect the matters hereinafter mentioned relative to 
the erection and demarcation of the diocese of Limburg, by the Very Reverend 
John Baptist de Keller. Lord Bishop of Evara, entrusted by the Apostolic See 
with the execution of the Apostolic Brief, " Provida solersque," dated at Rome 
the 16th August, 1821. 

To the Clergy and all the Catholic people of the Duchy of Nassau, and of 
the Free City of Frankfort and its territory, greeting in the Lord : 

When His Holiness our Lord Pope Pius VII, of happy memory, was 
informed of the very salutary intention of the Most Serene Duke of Nassau and 
other united Princes of Germany, namely, the King of Wurtemberg, the Grand 
Duke of Baden, the Grand Duke of Hesse, and the Elector of Hesse, and the 
Free City of Frankfort, to reconstruct the existing dioceses within their dominions 
and territories, and to erect new ones, he prepared the Apostolic Brief aforesaid, 
which had been already made known separately, for erecting an ecclesiastical 
province, to consist of the archiepiscopal church of Friburg, with the suffragan 
sees of Limburg on the Lahn, Rottenburg on the Neckar, Mayence, and Fulda. 

We being deputed by the Very Reverend Lord Bishop of Evara, pursuant 
to the commands of our most holy Lord the Pope, do now proceed to the erection 
of the episcopal see and chapter of Limburg, and to the demarcation of the 
episcopal diocese, and we hereby declare : 

That all jurisdiction whatever of foreign archbishops and bishops over the 
faithful of the Duchy of Nassau and of the Kree City of Frankfort, is wholly ex 
tinct and suppressed ; and that the former collegiate and parochial church 
dedicated to St. George the Martyr in the city of Limburg, be made a cathedral 
church and bishop s see, with its chapter, and that it remain so in full right for 
ever. 

To this episcopal see, hereby erected, we do assign all the Catholic parishes 
tand Catholic subjects being and dwelling within the borders of the territory of 
he Duchy of Nassau and Free City of Frankfort. The following paiishes shall 
therefore form this diocese : 

Namely, 58 parishes formerly subject to the archiepiscopal see of Ratisbon ;

Also 51 parishes formerly subject to the archdiocese of Treves ; 

(The names follow.) 

And moreover 25 parishes in those provinces where the episcopal jurisdiction 
was suspended in consequence of the Treaty of Westphalia;

And in respect to the endowment of this episcopal see of Limlmrg, v ith its 
cathedral chapter, seminary and other institutions belonging to the same, the 
income of which, not including the buildings and houses, amcunts to the ye; r .y 
sum of 21, 606 florins; the buildings, houses ga den?, estates, farms, tithes, 
rents, and other revenues, as more accurately pointed out and described in the 
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instruments drawn up by especial command of the Most Serene Duke of Nassau, 
constitute the revenue oi the Bishopric of LambuTg, to remain for ever. 

Out of the revenues of this endowment, in arJdition to a rent-free divelling- 
house for each person, the following annual payments are assigned :

G. The Canon and InciiMibent in the Free City of Frankfort, 
and Episc&lt; pal Commissary, receives hi* yearly salary 
in Frankfort.

The second Chaplain - 800 

The remaining revenues of. the endowment are to be appropriate:! to 
the seminary, to the episcopal chancery, to the ecclesiastical administration, 
and to that of the estates, and shall be applied solely to these purposes for 
ever. 

After the new Bishopric of Liinburg, erected in this manner with its chapter 
and the demarcation of its diocese, shall be by us declared to he erected and 
permanent in full right for ever, the jurisdiction which has been hitherto exercised 
by the archiepiscnpal vicariate of Liinburg, is transferred to the new episcopal 
see of Limburg, with its cathedral chapter, and shall cease on that c ay in which 
the new bishop slmll be enthroned, and the chapter invested. Whereas 
therefore the Very Rev. liishop Lord Jacob Brand has been confirmed and 
solemnly consecrated by our Most Holy Lord 1 ope Leo XII, we exhort the 
Catholic clergy and ft.ithlul ot all the diocese of Limhurg, that they acknowledge 
the same to be their lawful bishop and the pastor of their souls, and the successor 
of the Apostles, and that they show to him the reverence and obedience which is 
due. 

In testimony whereof we have signed this decree with our own hards, and 
confirmed it with our seal.

(Translation.) 

(Relating to the more particular and uniform regulation of the position of the 
Church Province of the Upper Rhine and its bishoprics.) 

WE, William, by the grace of God, reigning Duke of Nassau, &c., have, 
by our Edict of 9tii October, 1827,* given our assent to the Papal Bulls, 
"Provida solersque," of the 16th August, 1821, and "Ad Dominici gregis 
custodiam," of llth April, 1827, relative to the establishing of the Church 
Province of the Upper Rhine, and its five bishoprics, and permitted those bulls 
to be put in force in the duchy with reference to the bishopric of Limburg. 

In order that the relation of this church province and the bishoprics be more 
definitively and uniformly determined, all the administrations interested therein 
have furthermore agreed upon the following regulations, and resolved that 
henceforward, the same are to be strictly observed. We therefore make known 
and ordain as follows : 

1. The Catholic Church is entitled to the free acknowledgment of its 
creed and to the public exercise of its divine service ; and in reference thereto it 
enjoys equal rights with the other Christian ecclesiastical communions which are 
publicly acknowledged by the State. 

2. All Catholic Church communions are entitled to the full enjoyment of 
these rights, as likewise all individual Catholics which hitherto have not been 
connected with any diocese. Henceforward no ecclesiastical exemption of any 
kind can exist in any of the above-mentioned bishoprics. 

3. Ever)- State exercises its inalienable prerogatives of protection and 
superintendence over the Church, to its full extent.

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4. The general regulations and charges to the clergy and diocesans, which 
are issued by the archbishop, the bishop, and other ecclesiastical authorities, 
laying certain injunctions upon the former, as well as particular directions of 
importance, must have the assent of the State, and cannot be promulgated or 
issued without the express mention of the State s assent (placet). 

Also those general ecclesiastical regulations and public notices which have 
reference to purely ecclesiastical matters are to be submitted to the inspection of 
the authorities of the State, and their promulgation cannot take place until the 
consent of the State has been given thereto. 

5. All Roman bulls, briefs, and other notifications must receive the 
Sovereign s assent prior to their being promulgated and acted upon ; and even 
with regard to those bulls to which the assent has been given, their obligatory 
power and validity lasts only so long as the State shall not ordain something 
different by new enactments. The assent of the State is, moreover, requisite 
not only for all Papal bulls and constitutions which appear for the first time, 
but likewise for all prior Papal regulations whenever any application is to be 
made thereof. 

6. In the manner in which lay members of the Catholic Church are 
subject to the laws and jurisdiction of the State, in the same manner also the 
clergy are subject thereto. 

7. The Bishoprics of Friburg, Mayence, Fulda, Rottenburg, and Limburg, 
form a metropolitan union, and constitute the Church province of the Upper- 
Rhine. The dignity of an archbishopric being conferred permanently on the 
episcopal See of Friburg, the bishop of the latter place presides, therefore, as 
archbishop over the province ; and the same, before he enters upon his function, 
shall swear allegiance to the Governments of the collective States, in his capacity 
as archbishop. 

8. The re-established metropolitan institution, in conformity with its 
purpose, and the exercise of the metropolitan rights belonging to the archbishop, 
stand under the joint protection of the several States. 

9. Provincial synods cannot be held without the consent of the collective 
States, who appoint Commissioners to the same. To the synodal conferences 
which shall be held, the archbishop as well as every bishop, shall, with the 
consent of the Government, appoint a Plenipotentiary. 

10. Ecclesiastical disputes of Catholics can in no case be tried out of the 
province, and before foreign judges. In regard to this, therefore, the necessary 
arrangements will be made in the province. 

11. The five bishoprics of the Church province of the Upper Rhine are 
formed in conformity with the established rule, viz., that the boundaries of the 
dioceses correspond with the boundaries of the States for which bishoprics have 
been founded. 

12. Each diocese is divided into deaneries, the extent of which is to 
correspond, so far as practicable, with that of the administrative district. 

13. Those Catholics who hitherto have been connected with no Church 
communion, or with a clergyman of a different persuasion, shall be connected 
with one of the parishes of the bishopric. 

14. The episcopal sees in the province, as well as the canonries, shall all 
be filled up by election, according to the prescribed form. 

15. No ecclesiastic can be elected to the episcopal dignity, but one who 
is a German by birth, and a subject of the State to which the vacant episcopal 
see belongs, or of one of those States who are united to the diocese. In addi 
tion to the prescribed canonical qualifications, it is requisite that the same person 
have administered, with merit and distinction, the cure of souls, an academical 
professorship, or some other public function ; as also that he be acquainted 
with the political and ecclesiastical constitution of his country, and with its laws 
and institutions. 

16. The elected individual shall after the election apply forthwith for 
confirmation to the Head of the Church. Prior to the consecration he shall 
in his capacity of bishop take the oath of allegiance and obedience to the 
Sovereign. 

17. After having received consecration, the bishop enters upon the full 
exercise of the rights and duties attached to the episcopate, and the Government 
will not allow him to be obstructed in the same, but will effectually protect him 
therein. 
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$ 18. Diocesan synods, when deemed necessary, cannot be convened with 
out the consent of the Sovereign, and shall he held in the presence of Govern 
ment Commissioners. The resolutions passed at the same shall he submitted 
to the State for assent, according to the rules laid down in sections 4 and 5. 

19. None other than the archbishop, bishop, and episcopal vicegerent, 
stand in immediate connexion with the Head of the Church in regard to all 
matters touching the ecclesiastical administration ; they must, however, always 
be guided by their position in the archiepiscopal connexion. All the other dio 
cesan clergy must apply in all church matters to their bishop (archbishop) 
only. 

6 20. Canonries can only be obtained by diocesan divines who are priests 
of the age of 30 years and of a blameless course of life, possessing superior 
theological knowledge, and having exercised with distinction either the cure of 
souls, an academical professorship, or some other public function, being also 
intimately acquainted with the constitution of their country. 

21. The chapter of every cathedral enters fully into the sphere of action 
of the presbyteries, and constitutes under the bishop the chief administrative 
authority of the dioceses. The dean has the presidency. 

22. Neither taxes nor imposts of any kind or name are allowed to be 
levied either on domestic or foreign ecclesiastical authorities. The levying of 
office-dues depends in each State on the regulation of the Government. 

23. The deaneries are to be filled up in mutual understanding between 
the governmental and episcopal authorities, by deserving incumbents accus 
tomed to administrative affairs. 

24. The deans are the immediate ecclesiastical superiors of the incum 
bents within the districts of their deaneries. They shall report to the Govern 
ments and the episcopal authorities on matters of import, and shall follow the 
instructions which they receive from those quarters. The sphere of their 
functional agency is pointed out them by a distinct instruction. 

25. Each of the collective States will provide, where it has not already 
been done, for the proper training of the candidates for the ecclesiastical 
profession, either by founding a catholic theological academy, to be connected 
as a faculty with the University of the country, or, if needful, by assisting the 
candidates out of the general Catholic church funds of the dioceses, in order that 
they may be enabled to proceed to a university, thus constituted, in the 
province. 

20. The candidates for the ecclesiastical profession, after having com 
pleted a triennial term of theological studies, will be trained for one year at the 
seminary for priests in the practice of the cure of souls, which training they 
receive gratuitously, so far as can be afforded by the funds determined in the 
deeds of endowment for the seminaries. 

27. Those candidates only will be admitted to the seminary who have 
satisfactorily passed the joint examination by the Governmental and episcopal 
authorities, and have been found deserving of the Government s board-allowance 
which is granted to them on the above supposition. 

28. The Government board-allowance serves as a recorded security for 
receiving, in case of unavoidable unh tness for service, the auxiliary maintenance 
stipulated for the ecclesiastical profession (congrua), for which a minimum of 
from 300 to 400 florins per annum has been fixed, as also the separate allow 
ances for expenses during illness. The boarder cannot be asked for a reasonable 
compensation until he is in better circumstances, or until he obtains a benetice 
which yields more than the stipulated income. 

29. A commission appointed jointly by the Governmental and the epis 
copal authorities is to institute yearly a competing examination of those clergy 
men who wish to be promoted to a curacy, or to some other church benefice. 
To this examination such of the clergy only will be admitted as have officiated at 
least for two years as assistants in the cure of souls, and who can show good 
testimonials from their superiors with regard to their course of life. 

30. The classification resulting from this examination shall be taken 
into consideration on any future promotion of the individual examined. 

$31. A classification shall in like manner be made of the curacies and 
other church benefices, according to the degree of their importance and revenue, 
in order that the patrons, who alone can propose clergymen of the diocese, may 
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32. No ecclesiastic is allowed to hold, at one and the same time, two 
church livings, each of them being of the stipulated income (congrua), of what 
ever description they may be, and under whatever pretence pretended to be done. 
Everyone must reside on the place of his benefice, and it is only on permission 
that he can be absent from it for any time. 

33. No clergyman, without the consent of his Sovereign, is allowed to 
accept any dignities, pension, orders, or honorary titles from any foreign party. 

84. Every clergyman, prior to receiving the ecclesiastical appointment, 
shall swear allegiance to the head of the State, and make his vow of canonical 
obedience to the bishop. 

$ 35. The State grants to the clergy every legal support requisite for fulfil 
ling the duties of their vocation, and protects them in the enjoyment of the 
respect and distinction due to the dignity of their office. 

36. Clergymen as well as laymen, whenever they suffer from the abuse of 
the ecclesiastical power, may have recourse to the authorities of Government. 

37. The management of the endowments for the bishop, chapter and 
seminary, as also the contribution destined for the archbishop, will be ordered 
by each State according to its constitution and to existing regulations. 

38. The estates of the Catholic Church benefices, as well as all general 
and particular church funds, shall be maintained in their integrity, under the 
joint supervision of the bishop, and in no way can they be applied to any other 
but Catholic ecclesiastical purposes. Whenever the stipulated income (congrua) 
of the livings is less than from 500 to GOO florins, it shall be gradually raised to 
that sum. The administration of the low r er church benefices will be left in the 
hands of the holders, who shall conform therein to the regulations in force in 
each State. 

39. In each of the collective States, where this has not yet been done, a 
general Catholic Church fund shall be provided as soon as practicable, from 
which those requirements of the Catholic Church shall be supplied, in the way 
of aid, for the providing of which no one is legally bound, or for which no means 
exist. 

Provision having been made by means of the foregoing Regulations, 
based upon the rights of the State and the Constitution of the Catholic Church, 
and to be effectually maintained by the Governments united with us, to secure 
for all future times, in the church province of the Upper Rhine the uninter 
rupted filling up of the archiepiscopal and episcopal sees, and the undisturbed 
exercise of the rights to which they are entitled, we are convinced that we have 
thereby given to our Catholic subjects the strongest proof of our paternal 
care.

(Translation.) 

On the Publication of Banns and the granting of Ecclesiastical Permits of 

Marriage (Dimissorialien). 

THE question as to the places where banns are to be published for persons 
who wish to be married, and where letters of permissal are to be granted, has 
not hitherto been decided on uniform principles. In order to obviate any 
prevailing doubts and deviations on this subject, and to establesh a general rule 
answering the proposed end, the following Regulations have been settled in 
accordance with the spiritual authorities. 

The banns must be published in those places where each of the two persons 
betrothed has a fixed abode ; that is to say, where they are considered as subjects 
and as denizens; consequently, with regard to those who have not yet attained 
the rights of citizenship in their own persons, it is not always their birth-place, 
but the abode of their parents. The publication in that place alone will be 
sufficient, in cases where, though the betrothed party has not resided there during 
the time immediately preceding, he has not resided constantly in any other place, 
but has been moving about from one place to another. 

2. If the place of abode other than the fixed domicile has not been changed 
during the two years immediately preceding, then, in addition to publication 
there, another publication of banns must be made at this temporary abode. 
This rule refers particularly to artisans, servants, &c. 

3. The acquisition of the right of citizenship, which generally precedes the 
marriage with a short interval, does not cause any deviation from the foregoing 
Regulations ; and the publication of banns at the former fixed domicile can only 
be dispensed with when the acquisition of the citizenship at the new abode has 
taken place a whole year previous to the marriage. 

4. Banns are published as hitherto by the competent clergyman from 
the pulpit, but at intervals not less than a week ; that is to say, on three con 
secutive Sundays. If Easter, Whitsuntide, and Christmas fall upon those days, 
then the banns are not to be published on that day, but on the Monday. 

5. The ecclesiastical permission shall not be given until after the third pub 
lication, or on obtaining a licence in lieu thereof. If, however, according to 
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pos. 2, a double publication has to be made, the necessity for which will be 
decided, according to the above regulation, by the clergyman who has to perform 
the ceremony, or to issue the permissory brief, in that case only one certificate will 
be given for the purpose, the licence to be married in another place being only 
granted by the clergyman where the domicile is fixed, according to pos. 1. 

C. These Regulations shall be observed not only when both parties are 
natives of this country, but likewise if one party marries from the duchy into a 
foreign countrv. Where a party belonging to a forei country, marrying into

the duchy, should not be able to conform wholly to the above Regulations, on 
account of the opposing provisions of the laws of that country, in such case an 
attestation to that effect and the licence of the respective clergymen will 
suffice.

(Translation ) 
(On the limits of the Powers of the Sovereign and of the Bishop.) 

WE, Frederick Augustus, by the Grace of God, Sovereign of Nassau, &c., 
make known : 

That whereas the power of the Sovereign and that of the bishop was, in 
former times, united in one and the same person ; and whereas the careful 
determination of the limits between the rights of the two was, therefore, less 
necessary, because, on that account, cases of collision were not likely to occur. 
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and the spiritual rulers might in consequence often leave it undermined, in which 
capacity they exercised their rights, and issued regulations : and whereas now 
after the separation of these two powers, the regulation of affairs and the security 
of mutual rights in the countries where the distinction is made require the line of 
demarcation to be accurately determined, whereby all injurious collisions and 
errors may be prevented : 

We find ourselves called upon to proclaim those principles which arise 
from the nature of State and Church, and which, in conformity with the laws 
of the empire, the latest resolution of the representative body, and the example of 
the Catholic temporal States of the empire, we find it expedient to adopt pro 
visionally, and until the Emperor and the empire shall make different re-ula- 
tions ; to which principles our spiritual and temporal subjects shall conform 
whenever the cases arises. 

It is by no means our intention to interfere hereby with the affairs of the 
Roman Catholic Church, whenever they have not direct bearing upon the State, 
which concern merely the doctrine of faith and the divine service, and are only to be 
looked upon as res mere spirituals ; on the contrary we not onlv allow those 
especial regulations of the above spiritual authorities in all that appertains to 
the so-called juribus ordinis and the liturgy, but we shall also uphold the same, 
and thus in no way trench upon the particular rights of the diocese. But, on 
the other hand, we shall not allow any one to make encroachments on the jus 
majestaticum circa sacra which belongs to us, and in regard to this important 
matter we shall never Jose sight of our paternal care for the welfare of all our 
subjects. 

Now, Firstly. Whereas the right of patronage in our new Catholic provinces 
has devolved upon us as the Sovereign, in all those cases in which the former 
ruler of the corporations, ceded to us by way of indemnification, or because 
situated on the left bank of the Rhine, did exercise that right, therefore all 
vacancies of spiritual benefices and curacies which may occur in our Catholic 
provinces, are henceforth to be forthwith reported to our Government ; and it 
being our desire to fill up such vacanies only with competent subjects in point of 
learning and morals, our Government will not only have to make strict in 
quiries as to the qualification of the supplicants, but also to require certification 
as to their fitness from the proper episcopal authority. The party whom, from 
the report received, w r e find the most deserving, we shall then nominate and 
direct the same to apply in due form to the proper authorities for the institu- 
tionem authorizabilem, and the order for installation into the church. 

Since, however, our subjects cannot, without our authorization, apply to 
any superior whatever, the nominated clergyman shall give notice of his having 
received the institutionem authorizabilem to our Government, which shall direct 
the installation of the new curate into his office, so that it may take place in the 
church by an episcopal commissioner in the presence of our local functionary, 
when the former shall merely deliver over the church keys, the tabernacle, the 
font, the possession of the confessional, and of the pulpit, all of which consti 
tute the purely ecclesiastical affair, whilst the presentation of the same shall 
take place in the parsonage and school house by our functionary, in presence of 
the episcopal commissioner. 

Secondly, since the right of inspection and advocation of the church 
belongs to us as Sovereign, it will be our anxious care that beneficial objects of 
religion, and of the union of States be attained, for which purpose we have to 
see that the discipline and other regulations of the Church be brought into 
perfect harmony with the other laws and institutions of the country, thereby 
promoting in the surest way the general welfare ; it follows, therefore, as a 
matter of course, that no spiritual authority is allowed without our knowledge 
and express consent, to make such regulations and arrangements as have 
reference to the general polity, and in any way encroach upon the civil relations 
of our subjects, among whom naturally all ecclesiastical persons and teachers are 
included. Therefore our special consent as Sovereign is required : 

c. For visitation of dioceses, convocation of synods, and the synodal judicar 
ture with regard to church livings. 

b. For determining the demarcation of parishes. 

c. For introducing new festivals and fasts, ordering public prayers, arranging 
processions hitherto not customary, even those which only proceed out of the 
country, and for other innovations with regard to external worship. 
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Being protector of the church, we shall withal keep a watchful eye upon 
the proper administration and application of the church revenues, and princi 
pally direct our particular attention to a better regulation of school matters, 
church books, &c. 

Our functionaries and courts shall therefore take care that no regulation 
of the nature just mentioned shall be, without our privity and placet, at any 
time carried into execution ; and if, nevertheless, anything of the kind should be 
attempted by any spiritual authority, that they report the same immediately as 
in duty bound. 

Thirdly and lastly, touching the jurisdiction with regard to the clergy of 
the Catholic religion in matters concerning their functions only and the discipline 
of the Church, they remain subject to the spiritual courts only. In all other 
matters, however, of litigation and of arbitrary jurisdiction, where they appear 
at the same time in their capacity as citizens of the State, they are exclusively 
subject to the temporal courts, and this the more especially as the former 
spiritual rulers could order separate courts for those persons only in their 
capacity as Sovereigns. 

We ordain, however, that those ecclesiastical persons (with the exception 
of church-assistants and schoolmasters, who will he placed under the respective 
authorities) like other privileged persons, be, for the first instance, subject to 
our Supreme Court at Wiesbaden, in which proceedings are to be instituted 
against them. In case of death, however, certification shall be made before the 
proper courts ex commissions perpetua, without admission of any other authority. 
On the other hand, when the inventory is taken, an episcopal deputy shall be 
called in, that he may receive all papers which have any reference to the curacy 
or benefice. 

Matrimonial affairs belong to a spiritual court only in cases where the 
marriage is considered not as a civil contract but as a sacrament ; in all other 
cases, however, where there is no question of an impedimentum canonicum or of 
a special religious Jaw. they shall only be decided before the temporal judges. 
Causes Bcncjiciorum, dccimarum, et juris patronatus cannot, henceforth, be brought 
under any pretext whatever before a spiritual court. 

We therefore hereby command, as graciously as strictly, all our spiritual 
and temporal subjects to obey henceforth this our present edict in every point, 
and to maintain it inviolably in conformity with their oath and their duties ; and 
we direct our Government to cause this our edict to be printed and proclaimed 
as customary for general information.

The Hon. W. Temple to Viscount Palmerston. (Received April 13.) 

My Lord, Naples, April 3, 1851. 

IN my despatch of the 21st of January* I stated to your Lordship 
that I had been informed, that during the present reign the King- of 
Naples has on two occasions refused to affix his exequatur to the bulls 
granted by the Pope to bishops-elect, even after they had been conse 
crated at Rome on the King s nomination. 

I have since endeavoured to ascertain the date and other particulars 
of the above-mentioned transactions ; and I have received the following 
more precise details upon the subjects. 

In the year 1848, Signor Pappalardo, on the recommendation of the 
King of Naples, was appointed Archbishop of Conga and Campagna by 
the present Pope, who was at that time residing at Gaeta. Signor Pappa 
lardo was accordingly consecrated, and was invested with the Pallium. 

After his consecration, however, the King, for some reasons not 
generally known, regretting that he had asked for the appointment of 
Signor Pappalardo to the archbishopric, refused to grant the exequatur of 
the brief of consecration, and would not allow him to proceed to his 
diocese. 

After considerable discussion, Signor Pappalardo was at last induced 
to resign his see, but as his consecration could not be annulled, he was 
appointed one of the mitred canons of the cathedral at Naples with the 
right to the title of " Monsignore Arcivescovo, and of enjoying all the 
honours and privileges appertaining to the rank of bishop. 

Signor Cervo having been named by the King to be Archbishop of 
Brindisi, was appointed by the Pope to that see, but before the bull was 
published, and before he had gone to Rome for consecration, the King 
altered his mind, and gave notice that he would not grant him the 
exequatur. 

In this case, as the consecration had not taken place, the chief difficulty 
was avoided. 

The precise date of this occurrence could not be ascertained, but it 
took place since the year 1838. 

It appears thus, that in the case of Signor Pappalardo, the consecra 
tion had actually taken place, not at Rome indeed, but at Gaeta; but in 
the case of Signor Cervo, although the bull had been issued, the ceremony 
of the consecration had not been performed. 

I am assured that other instances of a similar nature have occurred, 
but it is difficult to obtain precise information upon the subject.
